Dear Mr. President: 


One of our vital State institutions is the Montana State Training 
School at Boulder. This school is outstanding and has been making real 
progress under the direction of its able Superintendent, Dr. Arthur E. 
Westwell. 


Five hundred fifty-five (555) persons are crowded into space at this 
school which, according to Montana law, should house only 380. 


A careful investigation discloses that the school’s greatest need is 
for a hospital-infirmary building, with bed space for thirty boys and thirty 
girls with its own surgery, dental clinic, observation and dining rooms. 
This school also needs another dormitory as well as a steam distribution 
and power plant. The total cost of the hospital, dormitory and steam dis- 
tribution and power plant will be approximately $975,000. 


The proposed improvements I have herein enumerated are the very 

minimum which are required in order that those attending this school are 
adequately cared for. The costs of these improvements could well be taken 
out of the General Fund in line with my recommendation heretofore made 
as to improvements at other institutions without reducing the General Fund 
to an unreasonable amount.

Senator F. S. Kalberg, presented the following Memorial: 


SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE F. 8. KALBERG 


It is with sincere sorrow that the members of the Thirty-second Leg- 
islative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of F. S. Kal- 
berg of Circle, Montana, a former member of this Body. 


F. S. Kalberg, 74, pioneer resident of Circle and McCone County 
passed away at Holy Rosary Hospital at Miles City on Tuesday, July 18th, 
1950 at 3:40 A. M. 


Mr. Kalberg was born at Stavanger, Norway, August 29, 1875. His 
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father brought their family to the United States in 1881, settling on a farm 
near Hanley Falis in Yellow Medicine County, Minnesota. He grew up in 
Minnesota, attended public schools, went to a business college at Red Wing 
and in 1896 entered Augsburg .College of Minneapolis where he received his 
B. A. degree in 1900. While in college he enlisted for service in the Spanish- 
American War, joining Company I, Fourteenth Minnesota Volunteers. 


After leaving college Mr. Kalberg for one year was manager of the shoe 
shop department of a department store in Minneapolis. He then moved 
from Minneapolis to file on a homestead near Bagley. Quoting from an- 
other publication on his life’s history: “During the years of 1904 to 1914 
he was editor of the local paper at Bagley. The general manager of the 
Land O’Lakes Creameries, had this to say of him, ‘He stood not only for 
the rights of agriculture, but for honest government and good citizenship 
of all people.’ While at Bagley, he also held the position of registrar of 


deeds of Clearwater County, serving a two-year term. He was appointed 


deputy United States Indian officer, and served under the famous ‘Pussy 
Foot’ Johnson, long prominent for his work in the anti-saloon league.” 


In the winter of 1912, Mr. Kalberg left Bagley and came to Montana, — 


and from Poplar walked the sixty-five miles to Circle where he started the 
first newspaper, known as the Redwater Valley Pioneer, which he edited 
until 1920. He sold his newspaper and went into the John Deere machine 
business for a period of sixteen years, beginning in 1928. 


For a number of years the inhabitants of the Red Water district had 
been complaining of the disadvantages of transacting business at the county 


seat of old Dawson county. Mr. Kalberg was selected to go to Helena and © 


present the matter to the Legislature in the interests of the people of the 
locality — thus he had a very important part in the creation of McCone 


County. It was in recognition of his efforts that he was appointed the 


first clerk of the court of the new county, and he served in that capacity 
until the death of his first wife in 1920. 


Mr. Kalberg then returned to Minnesota and remained there until the 
summer of 1921 when he accepted the position of manager of the Lutheran 
Free Church Publishing Company of Minneapolis. He was connected with 
that company for six years. His health failed, and because of his former 
interest in the West he returned to Montana. 


On the 20th day of August, 1922, in Minneapolis, he was united in 
marriage to Miss Edith Frykman, a school teacher. In the year 1932, he 
was elected Senator of McCone and served for eight years. He was chair- 
man or member of many important committees, because of his broad 
knowledge of local and state affairs. He served his country to the best of 
his ability and always had the welfare of the people and communities he 
served at heart. At the time of his-death he served as member of the Board 
of Directors of the REA and. was instrumental in helping get the new 
hospital at Circle. 


He leaves to mourn his passing his wife, Edith, and one son, Fredrick’ 


Edward. His father and mother and one sister, Serina, and five brothers 
preceded him in death. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State 


of Montana, in Session assembled this Fourth day of January, 1951, the 
members of this Senate hereby extend their sincere sympathy to the wife 
and son of the late F. S. Kalberg and that the Memorial be spread on the 
Senate Journal and that a copy be transmitted to the bereaved wife and son.

REPORT OF PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE

Governor Ford 


ALBER, EUGENE O.—Cascade County; second degree assault; sen- 
tenced April 24, 1948, for term of five (5) years. This man passed a Civil 
Service examination and was appointed Classified Substitute Clerk at 
Great Falls Post Office. Pardon of his (suspended) sentence was asked 
in order that it would not reflect upon nor hamper his record, his ability 
to hold a job and his advancement. Executive clemency recommended by 
Honorable C. F. Holt. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action January 
13, 1949. 


REBISH,. HENRY—Beaverhead County; reckless driving; sentenced 
April 14, 1949, for term of six (6) months in Beaverhead County Jail, three 
months of which were suspended; clemency and pardon requested in order 
that this young man could be released to help his father on his ranch and 
because full execution of sentence would serve no good purpose; prisoner 
had served sixty (60) days and was without funds to pay $100 fine. 
Pardon Board approved Governor’s action August 2, 1949. 


Commutations

FARR, FRANK J.—Powell County; first degree murder; sentenced to 
life imprisonment, August 28, 1989. No evidence available to show that 
this was a “cold-blooded, premeditated killing.” During trial, Farr’s at- 
torney recommended that his client plead guilty to first degree murder 
on the theory that this was the easiest way out. The man’s institutional 
record was exemplary and no good purpose would be served by further 
confinement. 


EVANS, ALOYSIUS—Pondera County: first degree murder; sentenced 
to life imprisonment, November 9, 1936. This man was an Indian who had 
served twelve (12) years and would have been eligible for parole at the 
end of thirteen (13) years nine (9) months... Honorable R. M. Hattersley 
recommended clemency. The man was a model prisoner and was in im- 
mediate danger of losing his eyesight unless a delicate operation was 
performed forthwith. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action January 
18, 1949. 


EDWARDS, CLARENCE WILLIAM—Gallatin County; second degree 
murder; sentenced December 12, 1940 to term of thirty (30) years. Com- 
mutation of sentence to eight (8) years requested on basis of prisoner’s 
age (60) and for the reason that he was a skilled carpenter and bricklayer 
and, if permitted to continue his trade, would be able to become established 
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before he was too old. Institutional record good. Pardon Board approved 
Governor’s action January 18, 1949. 


Pardons

ALLISON, JAMES A.—Rosebud County; involuntary manslaughter; 
sentenced June 5, 1946; one (1) year; prisoner was granted several respites 
by District Judge because of his poor physical condition; imprisoned Decem- 
ber 5, 1948. Governor requested pardon on basis that at least three doctors, 
who consulted with other doctors, stated that prisoner’s health was poor 
and that he must undergo surgery at once. Pardon Board approved Gov- 
ernor’s action September 7, 1949. 


SHUPE, WILLIAM—Hill County; uttering fraudulent check, sen- 
tenced March 17, 1949 to term of three (8) years. Governor asked con- 
ditional pardon on basis that tavern owner had been repaid full amount 
before prisoner’s trial. Prisoner was combat veteran of the Pacific Theatre 
where he was awarded Silver Star for heroism above and beyond the call 
of duty. Prisoner had no prior convictions and led model life during his 
confinement. His wife was forced to work to support the couple’s minor 
child. Pardon was asked because prisoner should rightly have been sent 
to County Jail. Pardon Board concurred in Governor’s action. 


GILBERT, CALVIN C.—Hill County; uttering fraudulent check; sen- 
tenced March 17, 1949 to term of six (6) years. Governor asked commuta- 
tion of sentence to three (8) years and conditional pardon of the three 
year sentence. Prisoner was a veteran of the 82nd Airborne Division, had 
participated in four major European battles, had received a serious head 
wound and arm and shoulder wounds and was extensively decorated for 
heroism. The tavern owner had been fully repaid before the trial. Prison- 
er’s conduct was exemplary. This man should have been given the benefit 
of the doubt and should have been sent to County Jail rather than prison. 
Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


NEWBERGER, ANTHONY—NStillwater County; first degree burglary; 
sentenced September 25, 1931 for term of two (2) years. Governor asked 
absolute pardon because prisoner had served his full term and was dis- 
charged and released in February, 1933, his citizenship being restored by 
Governor F. H. Cooney. Ever since his discharge from prison, this man 
- lived and is living an honorable life and is a valued citizen of this State. 

Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. . 


Commutations

SHARP, JOHN E.—Fergus County; rape; sentenced March 31, 1949 
~ to term of 2% years; Governor requested commutation of sentence to one 
(1) year on basis that prisoner had been going with the girl for some time 
and they planned to be married in event prisoner was released. There was 
no violence connected with the alleged crime and it appeared the girl 
acquiesced. Prisoner’s institutional record was good. Board of Pardons 
approved Governor’s action September 9, 1949. 


WHITE, WALTER S.—Lewis and Clark County; first degree murder; 
sentenced November 29, 1937 to life imprisonment. Commutation of sen- 
tence to twenty-three (23) years asked on basis that prisoner was a 60% 
disabled veteran in exceedingly poor physical condition and his release 
would enable him to enter Veterans Hospital where he could receive special 
care and proper attention. The man was a model prisoner. Pardon Board 
approved Governor’s action September 9, 1949. 


COWDREY, ROBERT A.—Petroleum County; embezzlement; sen- 
tenced November 12, 1948 to term of 2% years. Commutation of sentence 
to 1% years was asked on basis that this man was a native Montanan 
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with four years honorable service in the Merchant Marines with no prior 
convictions. His family was without funds and were forced to live with 
wife’s family. County Attorney and Mayor favored executive clemency. 
Prisoner’s conduct was exemplary and further imprisonment would serve 
no good purpose. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action October 18, 
1949. 


BUCKLEY, JOHN R.—Deer Lodge County; uttering worthless check; 
sentenced February 7, 1949 to term of three (3) years. Commutation of 
sentence to one (1) year three (3) months asked on basis that prisoner 
was Merchant Marine veteran of World War II, during which service he 
sustained a back injury. Release would permit his entering Marine Hos- 
pital, San Francisco, where he could obtain proper and necessary care and 
treatment, with understanding that prisoner would not return to Montana 
for at least three years. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action October 
7, 1949. 


STALLINGS, CALVERT—Gallatin County; first degree murder; sen- 
tenced October 21, 1941 to term of life imprisonment. Commutation of 
sentence to fourteen (14) years asked on basis that prisoner had served 
eight (8) years of his term and was, at all times, model prisoner. He was 
intoxicated at the time alleged crime was committed. He had a position 
waiting for him in State of Utah. No purpose would be served by his 
further confinement as he had paid his debt to society. Pardon Board 
approved Governor’s action October 138, 1949. 


MARSHALL, AXEL J.—Lewis and Clark County; common drunken- 
ness; sentenced April 7, 1950 to serve six (6) months in Lewis and Clark 
County Jail; commutation asked for reduction of sentence to three (38) 
months on basis that prisoner already had served sixty (60) days, that 
the man was a “psycho” as well as an alcoholic whose health and welfare 
would best be served by his immediate release. If he were required to 
serve full term, he might have to be placed in a mental hospital beause of 
his depression. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


COLE, MARION ELIZABETH—Silver Bow County; second degree 
murder; sentenced April 1, 1948 for term of ten (10) years; began serving 
term April 2, 1948. Governor requested sentence be commuted to five (5) 
years on basis that prisoner was 52 years of age and in poor health. Con- 
tinued confinement would have had a serious effect upon her. 


RHOADS, JOE H.—Yellowstone County; murder; sentenced May 10, 
1941 to life imprisonment; began serving sentence May 26, 1941. Gov- 
ernor asked that sentence be commuted to eighteen (18) vears on basis 
that prisoner had already served nine (9) years four (4) months of his 
sentence as a model prisoner and reliable trusty. Prisoner was in serious 
need of a delicate operation and had a job waiting for him when he was 
sufficiently recovered from his operation.

Governor asked com- 
mutation of sentence to twenty-five (25) years on basis that prisoner was 
eligible for parole in August, 1951, that prisoner was now sixty-nine (69) 
years of age and in poor health, and that further confinement might result 
in her death. The ends of justice would best be served by her release.

WESTON, WALTER—Yellowstone County; robbery; sentenced to term 
of fifty (50) years June 28, 1941. Governor asked that sentence be com- 
muted to seventeen (17) years on basis that prisoner had served nine (9) 
years of his sentence with exemplary conduct, had fully learned his lesson 
and should be given an opportunity, at the age of 30 years, to start life 
anew. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


HANSON , LOWELL—Valley County; grand eres sentenced Febru- 
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ary 28, 1949 to term of fifteen (15) months; escaped and was sentenced 
to an additional eighteen (18) months; served first sentence and was dis- 
charged on first sentence and had been serving the escape sentence since 
February 13, 1950. Governor asked that sentence be commuted to fifteen 
(15) months on basis that Judge and Prison Warden were unopposed to 
prisoner’s release, that his conduct was such that prisoner would readily 
rehabilitate himself, and that commutation of sentence made him eligible 
for parole and release. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


ELMS, WILLIAM—Gallatin County; robbery; sentenced July 29, 1948; 
eight (8) years. Governor requested sentence be commuted to four (4) 
years three (8) months on basis that prisoner had served two (2) years 
two (2) months, had no prior convictions, was a transient passing through 
Montana at the time he was involved in this trouble and would return to 
his home in California where a job was waiting for him, if released. Pardon 
Board approved Governor’s action.

Dear Senator Hofland: 


I have your letter of January 8th requesting my opinion as to whether 
hold-over Senators are entitled to seven cents (7¢) per mile this session. 


Article V, Section 8 of the Constitution of the State of Montana, reads: 


“No member of either house shall, during the term-to which he shall 
have been elected, receive any increase in salary or mileage under any 
law passed during such term.” 


Chapter 93, Montana Session Laws, 1949, in Section 1 thereof, pro- 
vided that members of the Legislative Assembly should be entitled to 
collect mileage at the rate of seven cents (7¢) per mile, provided “that 
on and after the Ist day of July, 1951, such rate shall not exceed six cents 
(6¢) for the distance actually traveled, and no more.” 
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As the law now stands, Senators who were members of the Thirty-first 


_ Legislative Assembly could not receive seven cents (7¢) a mile.

The State of Montana, the State of North Dakota, and the State of 


Wyoming, being moved by consideration of interstate comity, and desiring | 
to remove all causes of present and future controversy between said States . 


and between persons in one and persons in another with respect to the 
waters of the Yellowstone River and its tributaries, other than waters 
within or waters which contribute to the flow of streams within the Yel- 
lowstone National. Park, and desiring to provide for an equitable division 
and apportionment of such waters, and to encourage the beneficial develop- 
ment and use thereof, acknowledging that in future projects or programs 
for the regulation, control and use of water in the Yellowstone River Basin 
the great importance of water for irrigation in the signatory States shall 
be recognized, have resolved to conclude a Compact as authorized under 
the Act of Congress of the United States of America, approved June 2, 
1949 (Public Law 83, 81st Congress, First Session), for the attainment of 
these purposes, and to that end, through their respective governments, 
have named as their respective Commissioners:

A. Where the name of a State is used in this Compact, as a party 
thereto, it shall be construed to include the individuals, corporations, part- 
nerships, associations, districts, administrative departments, bureaus, 
political subdivisions, agencies, persons, permittees, appropriators, and all 
others using, claiming, or in any manner asserting any right to the use 
of the waters of the Yellowstone River System under the authority of 
said state. 


B. Any individual, corporation, partnership, association, district, ad- 
ministrative department, bureau, political subdivision, agency, person, per- 
mittee, or appropriator authorized by or under the laws of a signatory 
State, and all others using, claiming, or in any manner asserting any right 
to the use of the waters of the Yellowstone River System under the 
authority of said State, shall be subject to the terms of this Compact. 
Where the singular is used in this article, it shall be construed to include 
the plural. 


ARTICLE II 
A. The State of Montana, the State of North Dakota, and the State 


of Wyoming are hereinafter designated as “Montana”, ‘North Dakota”, 
and “Wyoming”, respectively. 
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B. , The terms “Commission” and “Yellowstone River Compact Com- 
mission” mean the agency created as provided herein for the administra- 
tion of this Compact. 


C. The term “Yellowstone River Basin” means areas in Wyoming, 
Montana, and North Dakota drained by the Yellowstone River and its 
tributaries, and includes the area in Montana known as Lake Basin, but 
excludes those lands lying within Yellowstone National Park. 


D. The term “Yellowstone River System” means the Yellowstone 


River and all of its tributaries, including springs and swamps, from their 
sources to the mouth of the Yellowstone River near Buford, North Dakota, 
except those portions thereof which are within or contribute to the flow 
of streams within the Yellowstone National Park. 


E. The term ’Tributary” means any stream which in a natural state 


contributes to the flow of the Yellowstone River, including interstate tribu- . 


taries and tributaries thereof, but excluding those which are within or. con- 
tribute to the flow of streams within the Yellowstone National Park. 


F. The term “Interstate Tributaries” means the Clarks Fork, Yellow- 
stone River; the Bighorn River (except Little Bighorn River); the Tongue 
River; and the Powder River, whose confluences with the Yellowstone 
River are respectively at or near the city (or town) of Laurel, Big Horn, 
Miles City, and Terry, all in the State of Montana. 


G. The terms “Divert” and “Diversion” mean the taking or removing 
of water from the Yellowstone River or any tributary thereof when the 
water so taken or removed is not returned directly into the channel of 
the Yellowstone River or of the tributary from which it is taken. 


H. The term “Beneficial Use” is herein defined to be that use by 


which the water supply of a drainage basin is depleted when usefully em- 


ployed by the activities of man. 


I. The term “Domestic Use” shall mean the use of water by an 
individual, or by a family unit or household for drinking, cooking, launder- 
ing, sanitation and other personal comforts and necessities; and for the 
irrigation of a family garden or orchard not exceeding one-half acre in area. 


J. The term “Stock Water Use” shall mean the use of water for 
livestock and poultry. : 


ARTICLE III 


A. It is. considered that no Commission or administrative body is 
necessary to administer this Compact or divide the waters of the Yellow- 
stone River Basin as between the States of Montana and North Dakota. 
The provisions of this Compact, as between the States of Wyoming and 
Montana, shall be administered by a Commission composed of one repre- 
sentative from the State of Wyoming and one representative from the 
State of Montana, to be selected by the Governors of said States as such 
States may choose, and one representative selected by the Director of the 
United States Geological Survey or whatever Federal agency may succeed 
to the functions and duties of that agency, to be appointed by him at the 
request of the States to sit with the Commission and who shall, when 


present, act as Chairman of the Commission without vote, except as herein 


provided. 


B. The salaries and necessary expenses of each State representative 
shall be. paid by the respective State; all other expenses incident to the 
administration of this Compact not borne by the United States shall be 


allocated to and borne one-half by the State of Wyoming and one-half by . 


the State of Montana. 


C. In addition to other powers and duties herein conferred upon the 
Commission and the members thereof, the jurisdiction of the Commission 
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shall include the collection, correlation, and presentation of factual data, 
the maintenance of records having a bearing upon the administration of 
this Compact, and recommendations to such States upon matters connected 
. with the administration of this Compact, and the Commission may employ 
such services and make such expenditures as reasonable and necessary 
within the limit of funds provided for that purpose by the respective States, 
and shall compile a report for each year ending September 30 and transmit 
it to the Governors of the signatory States on or before December 31 of 
each year. ; 


D. The Secretary of the Army; the Secretary of the Interior; the 
Secretary of Agriculture; the Chairman, Federal Power Commission; the 
Secretary of Commerce, or comparable officers of whatever Federal agencies 
may succeed to the functions and duties of these agencies, and such other 
Federal officers and officers of appropriate agencies of the signatory 
States having services or data useful or necessary to the Compact Com- 
mission, shall cooperate, ex-officio, with the Commission in the execution 
of its duty in the collection, correlation, and publication of records and 
data necessary for the proper administration of the Compact; and these 
officers may perform such other services related to the Compact as may 
be mutually agreed upon with the Commission. 


E. The Commission shall have power to formulate rules and regula- 
tions and to perform any act which they may find necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Compact, and to amend such rules and regulations. 
All such rules and regulations shall be filed in the office of the State 
Engineer of each of the signatory States for public inspection. 


F. In case of the failure of the representatives of Wyoming and 
Montana to unanimously agree on any matter necessary to the proper 
administration of this Compact, then the member selected by the Director 
of the United States Geological Survey shall have the right to vote upon 
the matters in disagreement and such points of disagreement shall then 
be decided by a majority vote of the representatives of the States of 
Wyoming and Montana and said member selected by the Director of the 
United States Geological Survey, each being entitled to one vote. 


G. The Commission herein authorized shall have power to sue and 

be sued in its official capacity in any Federal Court of the signatory 
States, and may adopt and use an official seal which shall be judicially 
noticed. 


ARTICLE IV 


The Commission shall itself, or in conjunction with other responsible 
agencies, cause to be established, maintained, and operated such suitable‘ 
water gauging and evaporation stations as it finds necessary in connection 
with its duties. 


ARTICLE V 


A. Appropriative rights to the beneficial uses of the water of the 
Yellowstone River System existing in each signatory State as of January 
1, 1950, shall continue to be enjoyed in accordance with the laws governing 
the acquisition and use of water under the doctrine of appropriation. 


B. Of the unused and unappropriated waters of the interstate tribu- 
taries of the Yellowstone River as of January 1, 1950, there is allocated 
to each signatory state such quantity of that water as shall be necessary 
to provide supplemental water supplies for the rights described in para- 
graph A of this Article V, such supplemental rights to be acquired and 
enjoyed in accordance with the laws governing the acquisition and use of 
water under the doctrine of appropriation, and the remainder of the unused 
and unappropriated water is allocated to each State for storage or direct 
diversions for beneficial use on new lands or for other purposes as follows: 
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1. Clarks Fork, Yellowstone River 


a. To Wyoming 60% 
To Montana 40% 

b. The point of measurement shall be below the last 
diversion from Clarks Fork above Rock Creek. 


2. Bighorn River (Exclusive of Little Bighorn River) 


a. To Wyoming 80% 
To Montana 20% 

b. The point of measurement shall be below the last 
diversion from the Bighorn River above its junction 
with the Yellowstone River, and the inflow of the 
Little Bighorn River shall be excluded from the quantity 
of water subject to allocation. 


38. Tongue River 


a. To Wyoming 40% 
To Montana 60% 

b. The point of measurement shall be below the last 
diversion from the Tongue River above its junction 
with the Yellowstone River. 


4. Powler River (including the Little Powder River) 


a. To Wyoming 42% 
To Montana 58% 

b. The point of measurement shall be below the last 
diversion from the Powder River above its junction 
with the Yellowstone River. 


C. The quantity of water subject to the percentage allocations, in 
paragraph B 1, 2, 3 and 4 of this Article V, shall be determined on an 
annual water year basis measured from October 1st of any year through 
September 30th of the succeeding year. The quantity to which the per- 
centage factors shall be applied through a given date in any water year 
shall be, in acre-feet, equal to the algebraic sum of: 


1. The total diversions, in acre-feet, above the point of measure- 
ment, for irrigation, municipal, and industrial uses in Wyoming 
and Montana developed after January 1, 1950, during the period 
from October ist to that given date; 


2. The net change in storage, in acre-feet, in all reservoirs in 


Wyoming and Montana above the point. of measurement com- | 


pleted subsequent to January 1, 1950, during the period from 
October Ist to that given date; 


38. The net change in storage, in acre-feet, in existing reservoirs 
in Wyoming and Montana above the point of measurement, which 
is used for irrigation, municipal, and industrial purposes de- 
veloped after January 1, 1950, during the period October Ist to 
that given date; 


4. The quantity of water, in acre-feet, that passed the point of 
measurement in the stream during the period from October 1st to 
that given date. 


D. All existing rights to the beneficial use of waters of the Yellow- 
stone River in the States of Montana and North Dakota, below Intake, 
Montana, valid under the laws of these States as of January 1, 1950, are 
hereby recognized and shall be and remain unimpaired by this Compact. 
During the period May 1 to September 30, inclusive, of each year, lands 
within Montana and North Dakota shall be entitled to the beneficial use 
of the flow of waters of the Yellowstone River below Intake, Montana, 
on a proportionate basis of acreage irrigated. Waters of tributary streams, 
having their origin in either Montana or North Dakota, situated entirely 
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in said respective States and flowing into the Yellowstone River below 
Intake, Montana, are allotted to the respective States in which situated. 


E. There are hereby excluded from the provisions of this Compact: 


1. Existing and future domestic and stock water uses of water: 
PROVIDED, That the capacity of any reservoir for stock water 
so excluded shall not exceed 20 acre-feet; 


2. Devices and facilities for the control and regulation of surface 
waters. 


F. From time to time the Commission shall re-examine the allocations 
herein made and upon unanimous agreement may recommend modifications 
therein as are fair, just, and equitable, giving consideration among other 
factors to: 


Priorities of water rights; 

Acreage irrigated; 

Acreage irrigable under existing works; and 
Potentially irrigable lands. 


ARTICLE VI 


Nothing contained in this Compact shall be so construed or interpreted 
as to affect adversely any rights to the use of the waters of Yellowstone 
River and its tributaries owned by or for Indians, Indian tribes, and their 
reservations. 


ARTICLE VII 


A. A lower signatory State shall have the right, by compliance with 
the laws of an upper signatory State, except as to legislative consent, to 
file application for and receive permits to appropriate and use any waters 
in the Yellowstone River System not specifically apportioned to or appro- 
priated by such upper State as provided in Article V; and to construct or 
participate in the construction and use of any dam, storage reservoir, or 
diversion works in such upper State for the purpose of conserving and 
regulating water that may be apportioned to or appropriated by the lower 
State: PROVIDED, That such right is subject to the rights of the upper 
state to control, regulate, and use the water apportioned to and appro- 
priated by it: AND PROVIDED FURTHER, That should an upper State 
elect, it may share in the use of any such facilities constructed by a lower 
State to the extent of its reasonable needs upon assuming or guaranteeing 
payment of its proportionate share of the cost of the construction, opera- 
tion, and maintenance. This provision shall apply with equal force and 
effect to an upper State in the circumstance of the necessity of the ac- 
quisition of rights by an upper State in a lower State. 


B. Each claim hereafter initiated for an appropriation of water in 
one signatory State for use in another signatory State shall be filed in the 
Office of the State Engineer of the signatory State in which the water is 
to be diverted, and a duplicate copy of the application or notice shall be 
filed in the office of the State Engineer of the signatory State in which 
the water is to be used. 


C. Appropriations may hereafter be adjudicated in the State in which 
the water is diverted, and where a portion or all of the lands irrigated 
are in another signatory State, such adjudications shall be confirmed in 
that State by the proper authority. Each adjudication is to conform with 
the laws of the State where the water is diverted and shall be recorded in 
the County and State where the water is used. 


D. The use of water allocated under Article V of this Compact for 
projects constructed after the date of this Compact by the United States 
of America or any of its agencies or instrumentalities, shall be charged 
as a use by the State in which the use is made: PROVIDED, That such 
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use incident to the diversion, impounding, or conveyance of water in one 
State for use in another shall be charged to such latter State. 


ARTICLE VIII 


A lower signatory State shall have the right to acquire in an upper 


- State by purchase, or through exercise of the power of eminent domain, ° 


such lands, easements, and rights-of-way for the construction, operation, 
and maintenance of pumping plants, storage reservoirs, canals, conduits, 
and appurtenant works as may be required for the enjoyment of the priv- 
ileges granted herein to such lower State. This provision shall apply with 
equal force and effect to an upper State in the circumstance of the neces- 
sity of the acquisition of rights by an upper State in a lower State. 


_ 


ARTICLE IX 


Should any Facilities be constructed by a lower signatory State in an 
upper signatory State under the provisions of Article VII, the construction, 
operation, repairs, and replacements of such facilities shall be subject to 
the laws of the upper State. This provision shall apply with equal force 
and effect to an upper State in the circumstance of the necessity of the 
acquisition of rights by an upper State in a lower State. 


ARTICLE X 


No water shall be diverted from the Yellowstone River Basin without 
the unanimous consent of all the signatory States. In the event wster 
from another river basin shall be imported into the Yellowstone River 
Basin or transferred from one tributary basin to another by the United 
States of America, Montana, North Dakota, or Wyoming, or any of them 
jointly, the State having the right to the use of such water shall be given 
proper credit therefor in determining its share of the water apportioned 
in accordance with Article V herein. 


ARTICLE XI 


The provisions of this Compact shall remain in full force and effect 
until amended in the same manner as it is required to be ratified to 
become operative as provided in Article XV. 


ARTICLE XII 


This Compact may be terminated at any time by unanimous consent 
of the signatory States, and upon such termination all rights then esvabs 
lished hereunder shall continue unimpaired. 


ARTICLE XIII 


Nothing in this Compact shall be construed to limit or prevent any 
State from instituting or maintaining any action or proceeding, legal or 
equitable, in any federal Court or the United States Supreme Court, for 
the protection of any right under this Compact or the enforcement of any 
of its provisions. 


ARTICLE XIV 


The physical and other conditions characteristic of the Yellowstone 
River and peculiar to the territory drained and served thereby and to the 
development thereof, have actuated the signatory States in the consumma- 
tion of this Compact, and none of them, nor the United States of America 
by its consent and approval, concedes thereby the establishment of any 
general principle or precedent with respect to other interstate streams. 
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ARTICLE XV 


This Compact shall become operative when approved by the Legisla- 
ture of each of the signatory States and consented to and approved. by 
the Congress of the United States. 


ARTICLE XVI 
Nothing in this Compact shall be deemed: 


(a) To impair or affect the sovereignty or jurisdiction of the United 
States of America in or over the area of waters affected by such compact, 
any rights or powers of the United States of America, its agencies, or 
instrumentalities, in and to the use of the waters of the Yellowstone River 
Basin nor its capacity to acquire rights in and to the use of said waters; 


(b) To subject any property of the United States of America, its 
agencies, or instrumentalities to taxation by any State or sub-division 
thereof, nor to create an obligation on the part of the United States of 
America, its agencies, or instrumentalities, by reason of the acquisition, 
construction, or operation of any property or works of whatsoever kind, 
to make any payments to any State or political subdivision thereof, State 
agency, municipality, or. entity whatsoever in reimbursement for the loss 
of taxes; 


(c) To subject any property of the United States of America, its 
agencies, or instrumentalities, to the laws of any State to an extent other 
‘than the extent to which these laws would apply without regard to the 
Compact. 


ARTICLE XVII 


Should a Court of competent jurisdiction hold any part of this Com- 
pact to be contrary to the contsitution of any signatory State or of the 
United States of America, all other severable provisions of this Compact 
shall continue in full force and effect. 


ARTICLE XVIII 


No sentence, phrase, or clause in this Compact or in any provision 
thereof, shall be construed or interpreted to divest any signatory State 
or any of the agencies or officers of such States of the jurisdiction of 
the water of each State as apportioned in this Compact. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF the Commissioners have signed this Com- 
pact in quadruplicate original, one of which shall be filed in the archives 
of the Department of State of the United States of America and shall be 
- deemed the authoritative original, and of which a duly certified copy shall 
be forwarded to the Governor of each signatory State.

The Clark Fork River flows westerly Rants Savers County, Mon- | 
tana, into Idaho. The Washington Water Power Company proposes to | 
construct a dam on this River in Idaho about one mile from the Montana- | 
Idaho boundary. This dam will back the water of the Clark Fork River | 
through a steep mountain gorge into Montana for approximately twenty- | 
five miles from the Idaho-Montana boundary line and will flood but a small | 
acreage of usable land. 
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The Company has already agreed to make payment for the land which 
will be flooded by the dam and has also already agreed with the County of 
Sanders to pay taxes on this land on the basis of its purchase price. The 
Company has further agreed to take care of any additional school expense 
as a result of the construction of this dam. 


The Federal Power Commission has issued a license to the Washington 
Water Power Company requiring that work begin on the dam not tater 
than March 1, 1951 and that the first three units of the project be completed 


| by December ot 1952. The permit of the Federal Power Commission implies 


the consent of all other Federal Agencies, including the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, for the construction of this dam. None of these agencies are opposing 


|. the construction of this project. 


The Defense Power Administration of the United States has urgently 
recommended that the State of Montana properly take any necessary action 
to enable construction of this project so that it may proceed at the earliest 
possible date in the interest of the National Defense Program. The basis 
for this recommendation is stated by the Defense Power Administration 
to be, ‘necessary for the national defense to assist in relieving critical - 
power shortage in the Pacific Northwest.” 


Because many injustices have been committed in the name of National 
Defense due principally to the speed in which projects are consummated, 
and because I believe adherence to the philosophy of “Montana waters for 
Montana people” is of the utmost importance to the welfare of this State, 
I have therefore carefully scrutinized this particular legislation. 


In studying Senate Bill No. 9, one must determine primarily how the 
proposed dam will effect Montana waters and thus effect the entire State 
of Montana. And in this connection, the following questions are pertinent: 
Will the dam flood any feasible dam site in Montana or effect Power 


_ projects in Montana? How will the dam effect water for consumptive use 


and for irrigation in Montana? 


In answer to Question one, the Army Engineers’ 308 Report, states 
that the building of the Cabinet Gorge Dam (which is the dam set forth 
in Senate Bill No. 9) will not flood out any feasible dam site and is con- 
sidered a major project which will still allow two (2) additional dams in 
Montana: between the Cabinet Gorge plant and the Thompson Falls dam; 


_ to-wit, the Noxon and the Trout Creek dams, both of which are proposed 


for construction sometime in the future. 


In answer to Question number two, Senate Bill No. 9 in Section One 
(1) thereof, specifically provides —and I quote —‘ ‘that any present or 
future appropriations of water in the water shed in the State of Montana 
for irrigation and domestic use above said dam shall have priority over 
water for power use at said dam.” 


It would, therefore, appear that the first question must be answered 
in the negative and that in answering the second question, it must be 
stated that the proposed dam will not effect the consumptive use of water 
i Montana above the dam or water for irrigation in Montana above the 

am. 


The quoted language found in Section One (1) of Senate Bill No. 9 
was approved by the Attorney General as legally safeguarding Montana 
water for irrigation and consumptive purposes above the dam. It might 
be argued by some that this language does not reserve to this State water 
for irrigation and for consumptive use above the dam, but I agree with 
the Attorney General in his interpretation, for the reason that if this State 
has the right to grant, it certainly has the right to make reservations in 
that grant. 


The Montana Water Conservation Board and its engineer agree that 
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Senate Bill No. 9 will not be detrimental to the use of the Clark Fork River 
for power, irrigation or consumptive use above the dam. 


This Legislature in enacting Senate Bill No. 9 also shows its intent 
of demanding an allocation of waters for Montana when and if a Compact 
is entered into concerning waters of the Columbia River Basin. This asser- 
tion by the Legislature, coupled with the reservations it has made in Senate 
Bill No. 9, clearly demonstrates that Montana has the right to claim and 
does claim the right to waters within the State of Montana and an interest 
to the waters that originate and flow out of the State of Montana. With 
this contention I agree and in signing and approving Senate Bill No. 9, 
I take the position as Governor of the State of Montana, that the State of 
Montana has the right to claim its waters within its borders and has the 
right to claim an interest in the waters originating in this State and flowing 
into other States or into an adjacent Nation. 


Section 89-846, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, provides in substance 
that no waters will be impounded in this State for the use of other States 
without the express approval of the Legislature of the State of Montana. 
It is thus obvious that no public official, board or bureau of the State of 
Montana, has the right to allow waters to be impounded in this State for 
use in another State, since this right is solely within the province of the 
Legislature. This is good law because such a vital resource as water should 
be governed solely by the duly elected agents (The SEMEL of all the 
people of this great State. 


While it might be argued that construction of the dam involved does 
not come within the statute cited, yet it is so closely related that it cer- 
tainly must be construed as embraced within the meaning of that statute. 


Save for Compacts, this is the first time in the history of this State 
that the Legislature has asserted the right of the State of Montana to its 
waters within the State and an interest in the waters which originate and 
flow out of the State, under the statute cited. 


For the reasons herein given, I have this day approved Senate Bill 
Number 9.

The Senate Committee to Investigate the Affairs and Operations of 
the Montana Liquor Control Board submitted the following report, which 
was read and the Committee discharged: 


SENATE COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
AFFAIRS AND OPERATIONS OF 
THE MONTANA LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD 
» Final Report 
January 30, 1951 


Mr. President: We, your Committee appointed to contine the investiga- 
tion of the Affairs of the Montana Liquor Control Board, instituted by the 
Thirty-first Legislative Assembly, submit herewith our final report. 


Purpose: 


Your Committee, appointed by the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly 


to investigate the affairs of the Montana Liquor Control Board, requested a 
continuation of the investigation in order that certain phases of their 
program which had been started during the Thirty-first Legislative Session, 
might be carried to completion. This included the development of certain 
information, which time did not permit during the Session, as follows: 


(a) Procuring information relative to the cost of liquor furnished 
to the Montana Liquor Department as compared to the costs to other states 
operating under the monopoly system. 


(b) Accumulating information from suppliers relative to improve- 
ment in our system. 


(c) Procuring records of similar operations from other states to the 
end that we might have material with which to make direct comparisons 
and to check the efficiency of our system with similar results in other states. 


Our authority for continuing the investigation was granted under 
Senate Resolution No. 3, which granted “power to subpoena witnesses, ad- 
minister oaths, and examine witnesses; also examine any and all state 
records pertinent to the subject of inquiry and employ such person. or 
persons as might be necessary to conduct such investigations. A fund of 


one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) was sb Eonaes to defer the expenses of. 


the inquiry. 
Program: 


No general committee meetings have been held. All activities have 
been handled by correspondence, except for conferences held with the 
Attorney General who requested a meeting with the Committee. To ex- 
pedite the procedure and reduce expenses the Committee members author- 


ized the chairman to act in its stead. Three meetings were held with the — 
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Attorney General in Helena. At the first meeting the Attorney General 
was advised that the Senate Committee wished to give their fullest coopera- 
tion and offered to make available all information obtained at the hearings. 
The entire scope of the activities of the committee were reviewed with the 
Attorney General and fully covered in the discussions that follow. 


Accomplishments: 


(a) We are pleased to report that the information received from 
the suppliers who were contacted indicates that the Montana Liquor Control 


Board made their purchases on as favorable a basis as any of the other 


states operating under the monopoly system. 


(b) Reports received relative to suggestions for improvements in our 
system confirm the statements made in our preliminary report, namely: 
that our Montana system has functioned efficiently and advantageously. 


An indication of the favorable reputation enjoyed by our Montana 
department is found in a reply received from one of the suppliers, from 


which we quote, “The Montana Liquor Control Board has always conducted 


its business on a highly equitable and efficient plane. The management and 
organization of the board, in our opinion, is not surpassed by other similar 
boards, either within or outside of the monopoly system.” 


No suggestions which would lead to improvements were received in 
any of the replies. All letters were most complimentary. 


(c) Our analysis of the reports received from other states, in which 
comparisons are made with results of similar operations in our state, in- 
dicates that Montana operations compared most favorably during the 
period covered by this investigation in respect to profits and expenses in 
other states. 


The conferences held between the Attorney General and the Committee 
Chairman developed no information which affected our former report. We 
were advised by the Attorney General that he had been unable, in his 
own investigations or from the reports made by either the House or Senate 
Committees, to find any evidence that would warrant the institution of 
legal proceedings against any of the board members, officers, or depart- 
ments of the Liquor Control Board. 


We have no expenses to report inasmuch as the information requested 


by the departments in other states, and the suppliers was obtained by cor- 


respondence; and the fact that the Committee Chairman was able to contact 
the Attorney General when in Helena on other business, made it unnecessary 
to draw on the expense fund which had been established for this Com- 
mittee. We are therefore pleased to report that the fund is still intact.

Senator Burton Watson died July 31, 1950 and is survived by his wife, 
Clara, at the family home, a son, Lieutenant Colonel Russell Watson, 
an army medical corps physician stationed at Letterman General Hospital, 
San Francisco, a daughter, Mrs. Elvin O’Loughlin, Idaho Falls, Idaho, a 
brother, Victor H. Watson, in South Dakota, and a sister, Clara Orr, in 
Seattle. 
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Friendliness, initiative and resourcefulness attained happy balance 
in the character of the Honorable Burton Watson. To a charming person- 
ality was added an ability which had rendered valuable service to country, 
state and community and had won respect and esteem in numerous contacts 
of business, fraternal and social life.

This occupation was broken by service in the United States Army 
during World War I, and in 1919, at the cessation of hostilities, he came 
to Winnett as a clerk for the Eager Mercantile Company. In 1924 Senator 
George R. Waldrop bought the Winnett Mercantile Company from Winkes 
Brothers, and he subsequently developed this enterprise into an exceptional 
mercantile business, serving the needs of the entire community surrounding 
Winnett. 


In 1917, Senator George R. Waldrop was married in Butte to Grace 
G. Marshall. To this union were born two daughters Hazel Jean and Grace 
Marie. 


Senator Waldrop was affiliated with Sandman Post No. 95 of the 
American Legion. He was a member of the Methodist Church in Winnett. 
Throughout his life he maintained an active and vital interest in all matters 
which affected the civic, governmental and religious well-being of his 
community and his State. 


Senator Waldrop represented his county in the Montana House of 
Representatives in 1987 and in the Montana Senate in 1939 and 1941. He 
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served as Mayor of Winnett several years and was an Alderman on the 
Winnett Town Council. Politically he was a member of the Democratic 
Party. 


Senator Waldrop served his nation equally well. Besides his active 
military service, he was Post Commander of the Sandman Post No. 95 
of the American Legion. During World War II he took an active part in 
promoting the sale of United States War Bonds. 


Senator Waldrop’s wise and experienced counsel in all matters will be 
missed by those with whom he associated. His willingness to devote his 
time and personal energies to the betterment of others endeared him to 
all who knew him.

Early Sunday Morning November 20, 1949, while visiting his old home | 
town of Williamston, Kentucky, Dr. Thomas Laurence Clark passed to the 
great beyond to bring to a close a long life time of activity serving in the 
practice of his chosen profession and in assisting in the development and 
building of Northern Montana. 








Dr. Clark graduated from Valpariso University and was graduated | 
from the Louisville Medical School in 1893 and commenced the practice | 


of his chosen profession at Louisburg, Kentucky. 


Saddened by the death of his bride of a little more than a year, he 
sought solace in the Northwest and in 1898 Dr. Clark finally settled in 
Shelby, Montana and commenced his practice in a vast territory of scattered 
ranches and isolated homes; with his instruments and medicines packed in 
his saddle bags he oftentintes made long trips horseback and regardless of 
distance, hazards of travel, or weather he never failed to answer the call 
of those in distress and requiring his services. 


Soon after he established a residence in Shelby, Dr. Clark with his 
brother filed on homesteads near the Sweet Grass hills. It was the begin- 
ning of the now famous Bow and Arrow Ranch which became one of the 
best Agricultural and Pure Bred Hereford Ranches in Toole County and 
Montana. He successfully introduced a hardy strain of wheat, alfalfa, early 
flax and crested wheat grass which became an important factor in the 
development of the agriculture and livestock industry in Northern Montana. 
In 1912 Dr. Clark was elected State Representative from Teton County 
serving until the creation of Toole County in 1914. He was then elected 
Toole County’s first State Senator and served with distinction until 1926. 
In 1915 he married Mary Nichols and to them was born a son, Lansing, who 
became a pilot in World War II and was killed in a plane crash, and a 
daughter, Virginia Carroll, who is now residing in Livingston, Texas. That 
his widow Mary Clark also resides in Livingston, Texas and Dr. Clark 
is also survived by a brother, Clinton, in Sweet Grass, Montana.

Montana is beginning to suffer economically because of the present 
emergency. Lately, some small businessmen from over the State have 
informed me that they are running out of business. It is getting harder to 
find a job. It would appear, therefore, that we should all immediately get 


together with the view of doing everything possible to bring some defense 


industries into this State. 


It is said under reliable authority that from the early 30’s through 


1945, Montana lost 90,000 people because of no industries in this State 


These people went to other states where they could find work, and the 
most of them never returned and are now contributing fine citizenship and 


wealth to the states where they found employment. We should not allow 


} 


this to occur again without at least doing everything within our power 
to prevent it. Unless we do work together now, it appears that our skilled 
labor and technicians as well as small businessmen will be fdtced to leave 
Montana beginning this summer in order to go to states which have a more 
active civic spirit than we now demonstrate. Regardless of the international 
situation, we have to live. We have to do everything to move forward. 
Above all, we should fulfill these obligations in order that our sons and 
daughters who enter the Service will have something to come back to. 
We should at least demonstrate as much courage in the future of this State 
and nation as those whom we ask to fight for us.

Dear Senator Hofland: 


In response to your request of January 11th for a complete interpre- 
tation of the law as it now stands in regard to hold-over Senators, I point 
out that my letter of January 9th states the law as it now applies. 


It is my understanding that you wish a statement of the development 
of the mileage law from 1935 to date. 


tn the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, Section 74 and Section 4884, 
both dealt with mileage allowances. Section 74 stated: 


“Memebers of the Legislative Assembly hereafter elected shall receive 
ten dollars per day, payable weekly, during the session of the Legislative 
Assembly, and seven cents per mile for each mile of travel to and from 
their residences and the place of holding the session, by the nearest traveled 
route.” 


Section 4884 stated: 


“Members of the Legislative Assembly, state officers, county officers, 
township officers, jurors, witnesses, and all other persons, except sheriffs, 
who may be entitled to mileage shall be entitled to collect mileage at a rate 
of not to exceed seven cents (7¢) per mile for the distance actually traveled, 
and no more.” 


No change was made in the mileage allowance until the Twenty-seventh 
Legislative Session in 1941. Chapter 121, Montana Session Laws of 1941, 
in Section 1, stated: 


“Members of the Legislative Assembly, state officers, county officers, 
township officers, jurors, witnesses, county agents and all other persons, 
except sheriffs who may be entitled to mileage shall be entitled to collect 
mileage at a rate of not to exceed five cents (5¢) per mile for the distance 
actually traveled, and no more.” 


This Section was amendatory of Section 4884, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1935. 
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Section 5 of Chapter 121 reads, “All acts and parts of acts are hereby 
repealed.” 


In the Thirtieth Session, 1947, this act was again amended. Chapter 201, 
Montana Session Laws of 1947 added to Section 4884, ‘“‘when using their own 
automobiles in the performance of official duties”, and also fixed the rate of 
mileage as not to exceed six cents (6¢). 


The latest enactment was by Chapter 98, Montana Session Laws of 
1949, Section 1 of the Chapter fixed the rate of mileage at seven cents (7¢) 
per mile with the proviso, “that on and after the first day of July, 1951, 
such rate shall not exceed six cents (6¢) per mile for the distance actually 
traveled and no more”. 


The complicating factor in this question is Section 8 of Article V, Con- 
stitution of the State of Montana, which reads: 


‘“‘No member of either house shall, during the term to which he shall 
have been elected, receive any increase in salary or mileage under any law 
passed during such term.” 


At each Legislative Session one half the membership of the Senate is 
composed of hold-over Senators. Thus, when in any session an increase 
in mileage is enacted, one half of the membership of the next succeeding 
session would be subjected to the provision of Section 8 of Article V, since 
such act would have been passed during their term. 


It follows that those members only who were elected in the fall of 
1946, and during whose term Chapter 201, Montana Session Laws of 1947 
was passed, would have been ineligible to receive six cents (6¢) per mile 
in the 1949 Legislative Session. New members, those who were elected 
in the fall of 1948, were legally entitled to six cents (6¢) per mile. 


In the same manner, those Senators during whose term Chapter 93, 
Laws of 1949 was passed, would be ineligible to receive the increased mile- 
age provided therein, whereas Senators elected in 1950 would be eligible to 
receive seven cents (7¢) per mile under the terms of that act. 


I hope that this has sufficiently clarified the situation.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
The following communication from the Governor was received and read: 


February 14, 1951. 
President of the Senate, 
Senate Chambers, 
Capitol Building, 
Helena, Montana. 


Highway revenue legislation is of utmost importance at the present 
time. Taking into consideration our present highway revenue together with 
anticipated highway revenue under House Bill No. 414, we will have only 
$11,861,000 for matching Federal aid funds for the next two years. This 
revenue is not adequate because in order to insure our matching available 
Federal funds in the future, and to insure a continuation of a highway 
program in this state, we must have additional revenue at least in the 
sum of $2,775,000 for the next two years. So far, no bills have been intro- 
duced to provide this additional revenue. If we get this additional revenue, 
we will yet be short $2,775,000 if we are to obligate, after June 30, 1953, 
all Federal funds available under the 1950 Federal Highway Act. It was for 
this reason that I recommended highway revenue in the sum of $9,000,000 
for the next two years in my message to the Legislature at the beginning 
of this session. If it were possible to provide this revenue, we would be 
able to operate on a current basis after June 30, 1953. 


Unless we procure sufficient revenue for highways during this session, 
we may not only lose Federal aid funds in a substantial amount, but 
the Highway Commission may be forced to: (1) Place drastic restrictions on 
load limits in order to preserve our highways which action will impede 
normal truck transportation. (2) Limit the construction program to fewer 
projects which means that. some projects now contemplated for bid in the 
near future will have to be abandoned. 


It is obvious that unless sufficient highway revenue is provided by this 
Session of the Legislature, many reconstruction projects will have to be 
abandoned; and thus, maintenance costs will increase and our entire 
present highway system will be jeopardized by deterioration which may 
involve the loss of millions of dollars. 


The situation is acute. Your decision on highway revenue will mean 
either that we begin now to retard our highway program in this State 
or that we continue a progressive highway program which is necessary 


if this State is to go forward.

The vote on Senate Bill No. 68 immediately follows the copy of the bill. 


SENATE BILL NO. 638 
Introduced by Busch, Larson, Kelly, Wilson (Toole) 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Montana, amending Section 6 of Article XVI of said Constitu- 
tion, relating to the authorization of the legislative assembly to provide for 
the election or appointment of county, township, precinct and municipal 
officers not otherwise in the Constitution provided as public convenience 
may require increasing the limit of time of office from two years to four 
years.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 6 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the general election to be held in November 1952. 


Section 2. That Section 6 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. The Legislative Assembly may provide for the election or 
appointment of such other county, township, precinct and municipal officers 
as public convenience may require and their terms of office shall be pre- 
scribed by law, not in any case to exceed four (4) years, except as in this 
Constitution otherwise provided.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the Official Ballot provided by 
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Section 23-1102 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and as provided by 
law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words: 


[] For the Above Amendment. 
[] Against the Above Amendment. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the propositions by 
marking ‘“X” before the proposition for which he desires to vote, 


Section 4. The vote cast for and against the amendment herein pro- 
posed shail be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment the governor of the State of Montana shall so declare by public 
proclamation, and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part 
of the Constitution from and after the date of such proclamation. 


Section 5. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

vehicle a certificate of inspection; providing for the suspension of regis- 
tration of vehicles for noncompliance with the provisions of this act; pro- 
viding for the inspection of school busses and the issuance of certificates 
of inspection therefor, and providing that such certificates of inspection 
must be countersigned by the Montana Highway Patrol Supervisor; pro- 
viding for an additional annual inspection of vehicles used for the trans-

Supervisor of certificates of appointment with respect to persons wishing 
to operate and locations of official inspection stations; providing for the 
suspension of certificates of appointment with respect to any official in- 
spection station and the operator thereof if the supervisor finds that the 
provisions of this act are not being complied with at such official inspection 
stations; providing for appeals to the district courts of the State of Mon- 
tana from decisions of the Montana Highway Patrol Supervisor suspending

and the condition of such vehicle conforms with the provisions of this act, 
and that it shall be unlawful to furnish, loan, give or sell a certificate of 
inspection to any person not entitled to receive the same under the pro- 
visions of this act; providing that the official inspection stations and the 
records thereof shall be open for inspection by any highway patrolman or 
employee of the State Highway Patrol Board, and that the operators of 
official inspection stations shall file with the Montana Highway Patrol 
Supervisor such information relating to inspections and to the operation 
of such stations as said supervisor may require; providing for the charging 
of a fee of ten (10¢) cents to owners of inspected motor vehicles for each

cording fund for the payment of expenses of the maintenance and operation 
of the department of the registrar of motor vehicles; providing for the 
crediting of license or registration fees by the county treasurers to the 
motor vehicle license fund of the county; providing for the use of such 
fund; providing fifty (50%) per cent of the net license fees derived from 
owners residing within the boundaries of incorporated cities having a pop-

A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana to the Congress 
of the United States of America and to the Honorable James E. Murray 
and Zales N. Ecton, United States Senators from Montana, and to the 
Honorable Mike Mansfield and Wesley A. D’Ewart, Representatives in 
Congress from Montana, requesting that the bonds of all states and 
political subdivisions and the income from said bonds be exempt from 
taxation.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE HENRY CHARLES SMITH 


It is with sincere sorrow that the members of the Thirty-second Leg- 
islative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of Henry 
Charles Smith, of Miles City, Montana, a former member of this body. 


Senator Smith was a member of the Republican party and was elected 
to the Senate from Custer County in the year 1925 and re-elected in 1929. 
His work in the Senate was both dependable and constructive and he was 
held in the highest esteem, not only by the people of his own county but 
also by the members of the assemblies with whom he worked. 


Senator Smith was born in Monroe County, Wisconsin, on March 16, 
1872. He arrived in Miles City, Montana in 1889 and established himself in 
business there shortly thereafter. 


During his long residence in Miles City he identified himself with 
local fraternal, civic and political activities and was honored by having 
many public and semi-public responsibilities thrust upon him, in the dis- 
charge of the duties of which he distinguished himself as an able and 
competent executive. 


In Masonic circles of Montana, he served as Worshipful Master of the 
Miles City Blue Lodge during the years 1905, 1911 and 1912. He was Grand 
Master of Masons of Montana in 1922 and 1928. He served as Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Montana Knights Templar in 1917 
and was affiliated with the Ancient Arabic Order, Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine. He was Grand Master of the Royal and Select Masters of Montana 
in 1920 and served as Grand Patron of the Order of Eastern Star in Mon- 
tana. He also served as Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of the 
Royal Arch Masons in 1914. At the time of his passing he was a member 
of the Knights of Constantine of Helena. 


In his political activities he served on the city council of Miles City 
from 1907 to 1911 and in 1911 was elected to the office of mayor. He served 
for many years as a member of the school board of School District No. 1. 
In addition he served two terms as a member of the Senate of the Montana 
Assembly. 


In Senator Smith’s passing, the State of Montana, as well as the com- 
munity in which he lived, has lost a most valuable and outstanding citizen.

SENATE MEMORIAL NO. 1 


Introduced by Committee on Water, Water 
Conservation and Flood Control 


A Memorial of the Senate of the State of Montana memorializing 
the Congress of the United States to prohibit the further expenditure of 
public funds to construct, maintain and operate transmission lines to be 
used in the exportation of public power from the Hungry Horse Dam Pro- 
ject in Flathead County, Montana, beyond the exterior boundaries of the 
State of Montana, unless and until the State of Montana wherein said 
power is being or is to be produced and the United States shall provide 
therefor pursuant to interstate compact or compacts. 


WHEREAS, the Secretary of the Interior of the United States has 
been authorized by the Congress to construct, operate and maintain what 
is known as the Hungry Horse Dam (including facilities for generating 
electric energy), on the South Fork of the Flathead River, Flathead County, 
Montana for the purposes of irrigation, reclamation, controlling floods, 
improving navigation, regulating the flow of the South Fork of the Flat- 
head River, for the generation of electric energy, and for other beneficial

WHEREAS, in various agencies of the United States Government there ~ 
are and may be in the future, plans for the construction of public power 
transmission lines designed to carry public power generated at said dam 
beyond the boundaries of the State of Montana, and 


WHEREAS, agencies of the Federal Government involved have not 
heretofore consulted with the State of Montana, or any agency thereof 
concerning such an exportation of this very valuable natural resource, and 


WHEREAS, the unrestricted exportation of public power from said 
Hungry Horse Dam beyond the boundaries of the State of Montana would 
do irreparable damage to the economy of the State of Montana, for the 
reason that neighboring areas are unable to reciprocate because they have 
no resources, power or otherwise, to exchange,-and 


WHEREAS, the unrestricted exportation of public power beyond the 
boundaries of the State of Montana, from the said Hungry Horse Dam, 
for sale at the same price as power consumed within the State, will result 
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in charging the Hungry Horse project in the State of Montana with a por- 
tion of the cost of making said power available to neighboring areas with 
no corresponding benefit accruing to the State of ‘Montana, and 


WHEREAS, on other public power projects, such as the Boulder Canyon 
project on the main stream of the Colorado River at Boulder Canyon, and 
the Act of Congress creating the same included in its terms provisions for 
the retention of public power by the area in which the power is generated; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Senate of the 
Thirty- second Legislative "Assembly of the State of Montana of 1951, now 
in Session, do most earnestly request the Congress of the United States 
to amend the Act of the Congress authorizing the construction, operation 
and maintenance of said Hungry Horse Dam, to prohibit the further expen- 
diture of public funds to construct, maintain and operate transmission lines 
to be used in the exportation of public power beyond the exterior boundaries 
of the State of Montana unless and until the State of Montana and the 
United States shall provide therefor, pursuant to interstate compact or 
compacts.

This Bill permits the State Fish and Game Warden to appoint Federal 
officials as Special Deputy Game Wardens. I do not believe this is good 
procedure because matters affecting the State and its citizens should be 
handled by State officials. 


I further believe the rights to Montana Fish and Game should be re- 
served in the people of this State, and this sort of legislation tends to 
Federalize subjects which should be under the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
State, State officials are responsible to the people of the State and this 
rule does not apply to Federal officials.

“3. . The words ‘trade stimulator’ means any device or object housing, 
containing or enclosing, or having as a part thereof numbered tickets, 
variegated symbols and tokens or any pull board, ticket board or punch 
board, or their equivalents, and one or more of which announces that an 
award will be made to a purchaser thereof in terms of merchandise, or 
other things of value, but does not mean a slot machine or coin operated 
device. 


“4. The word ‘affix’ shall mean fastening the tax stamp, or stamps, 
to the board by moistening said stamp and pasting it on the face of any 
pull board, ticket board or punchboard, or their equivalent, in such manner 
that when all purchases or tabs, tickets, pellets, or punches or similar things 
on the board have been completed the tax stamp shall have been perforated 
in the process and if such trade stimulator is not arranged so that this can 
be done, such stamp shall nonetheless be dated and initialed by the distrib- 
utor at the time of the sale to the dealer. 


“5. The word ‘distributor’ means any person engaged in the business 
of producing or manufacturing trade stimulators or importing any thereof 
into this state for purposes of sale or distribution and whose total business 
is eighty per cent (80%) or more in sales for the purpose of resale. 


“6. The word ‘dealer’ shall mean any person other than a distributor, 
who is engaged in the business of selling trade stimulators or exhibiting the 
same to the public for use and play by the public.” 
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And amend Section 2 by striking out all of Section 2 and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 2. TAX STAMP REQUIRED ON PUNCH BOARD AND 
SIMILAR DEVICES — AMOUNT — PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO AF- 
FIX — COLLECTION OF FUNDS — ENFORCEMENT. From and after 
the effective date of this act, it shall be lawful for any person as defined 
herein, to exhibit for use and for sale and to exhibit, sell and use trade 
stimulators, which, for the purpose of this act, shall be considered any 
device or object housing, containing or enclosing, or having as a part there- 
of numbered tickets, variegated symbols, and tokens, or any pull board, 
ticket board, or punch board, or their equivalents, any one or more of which 
announces that an award will be made to a purchaser thereof in terms 
of merchandise or other things of value, provided there is permanently 
affixed to such trade stimulator, in the manner in this act defined, a use 
tax stamp of the value hereinafter prescribed, and which use tax stamp will 
plainly show that a special tax has been paid thereon at the true rate hereby 
levied and imposed, viz., the sum of three per cent (3%) of the value of 
the total number of such tabs, tickets, pellets, punches or similar things 
on the board or the full cash return of such trade stimulator to the exhibi- 
tor as computed by the purchase price posted by the exhibitor as the going 
price of each numbered ticket, variegated symbol, token or its equivalent; 
that use tax stamps shall be affixed by the distributor to any trade stimu- 
lator at or before the time the same is sold and delivered to the dealer. Such 
use tax stamps shall, at the time of sale, be cancelled by the distributor 
indicating by unerasable writing over the face thereof, identified by his 
initials and the date of the cancellation of each stamp. Failure to affix 
and cancel such use tax stamps, re-use of a cancelled stamp on other than 
the original trade stimulator, or permitting minors to patronize a trade 
stimulator, shall be a misdeameanor and shall be punishable as hereinafter 
provided. 


“The State Board of Equalization is hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to provide serially numbered use tax stamps, in such design, 
title, form and denominations as will be appropriate, and to collect the 
moneys therefor, and shall every thirty (30) days, remit the proceeds from 
the sale of such use tax stamps to the State Treasurer for credit to the 
State General Fund. The State Board of Equalization is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to supply use tax stamps upon direct application 
from distributors and payment to the board. 


“The said State Board of Equalization shall cause to be set up appro- 
priate records to reflect the supply, deposits, purchasers, purchases, and 
movements of such use tax stamps and payments therefor. The State 
Board of Equalization, or any authorized representative thereof, the sheriff 
(including under-sheriff and deputies), county attorney of any county 
in this state, and police chiefs and police officers, of any city or town, shall 
enforce the provisions of this act, and for such purposes may inspect and 
search any premises whereon or wherein said trade stimulators are kept, or 
any persons having custody of the same, and inspect any such trade stim- 
ulators, and the stamp supplies of distributors, proceeding with or without 
search warrant in circumstances required by the applicable statutes of the 
State of Montana; all distributors and exhibitors shall, upon demand of said 
officers or representatives, or any one or more of them forthwith display 
any and all of such devices, or stamps, cancelled or uncancelled, in their 
custody or on premises.” 


And amend Section 3 by striking out all of Section 3 and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 3. DISTRIBUTORS’ LICENSE — APPLICATION — FEES. 
Every such distributor shall secure a license from the board before engag- 
ing in such business, or continuing to engage therein, after July 1, 1951. 
A separate application and a separate license shall be required for each 
place of business owned, controlled or operated by such person within the 
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State of Montana. Applications for such license shall be made on forms 
prescribed by the board, which shall state the name and address of the 
applicant, the name, address and place of business to be licensed, the type 
of business, and such other information as the board may require for the 
proper administration of this act. Each application for a distributor’s 
license shail be accompanied by a fee of ten dollars ($10.00), which fees 
shall be remitted every thirty (30) days by the board to the State Treasurer 
for credit to the State General Fund. No dealer shall be granted a distribu- 
tor’s license except a retailer who also performs, in the usual course of 
business, a distributor’s or wholesaler’s function, as herein defined. Each 
license so issued shall be permanently and prominently displayed on the 
premises covered by the license. Distributors may sell and dealers may 
buy and have in their possession only trade stimulators which have the 
stamp provided for in this act on each individual stimulator. The stamps 
provided for in this act shall be sold to, and affixed by, licensed distributors 
only. Every distributor shall stamp or write in ink, so it shall be plainly 
visible, his name and address, on the back of each and every trade stimu- 
lator he sells.” 


And amend Section 4 by striking out all of Section 4 and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 4. DEALERS’ LICENSE — APPLICATION — FEES. After 
July 1, 1951, every such dealer shall secure a license from the board before 
engaging in the business of a dealer as defined in this act. A separate ap- 
plication and a separate license shall be required for each place of business 
owned, controlled or operated by such dealer. Such license shall be trans- 
ferable, during the period for which it is issued, to subsequent purchasers of 
the business of the dealer at the same location and address. Application for 
such license shall be made on forms prescribed by the board which shall 
state the name and address of the applicant, the name, address and place 
of business to be licensed, the type of business and such other information 
as the board may require for the proper administration of this act. Each 
application for a dealer’s license shall be accompanied by a fee of five 
dollars ($5.00), which fees shall be remitted every thirty (30) days by the 
board to the State Treasurer for credit to the State General Fund. Each 
license so issued shall be permanently and prominently displayed on the 
premises covered by the license.”’ 


And amend House Bill No. 175 by adding thereto Sections 5, 6, 7, 8, 
9, 10, 11, 12, 18, 14, 15, 16 and 17, to read as follows: 


“Section 5. LICENSE— DURATION. Each license so issued shall 
be valid until the first day of July following its issuance, unless surren- 
dered, or revoked by the board, or unless the business or. place for which 
such license was issued, shall be transferred, in which event such license 
shall be transferred upon application by and approval of such transferee 
by the board. 


“Section 6. REVOCATION OF LICENSE. The board may revoke the 
license of any dealer or distributor for failure to comply with any pro- 
vision of this act, or with any lawful rule or regulation of the board made 
pursuant hereto. Any person aggrieved by such revocation may apply to the 
board for a hearing, and may further appeal to the court, as hereinafter 
provided. When a license has been duly revoked, no license shall again 
issue to such licensee for a period of one (1) year thereafter. Any person 
who shall sell trade stimulators after his license has been revoked is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished as hereinafter provided. 


“Section 7. UNLAWFUL TO POSSESS OR SELL WITHOUT LI- 
CENSE. No person shall sell, offer to sell, or possess with intent to sell, 
any trade stimulator, at wholesale, unless a license so to do has first been 
issued to him under the provisions of this act; and no person shall, after 
July 1, 1951, sell, offer for sale, display trade stimulators for use by the 
public or otherwise engage in the business of a dealer as herein defined, 
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unless a license so to do has first been issued to him under the provisions 
of this act. Any person violating the provisions of this section is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punished as hereinafter provided. 


“Section 8. INVESTIGATIONS — HEARINGS. The board and its 
duly authorized agents are empowered to conduct investigations, inquiries, 
and hearings hereunder, and any member thereof, or any agent, is author- 
ized to administer oaths and take testimony under oath, relative to the 
matter of inquiry or investigation. The board, or its authorized agent, 
may subpoena witnesses and require the production of books, papers, and 
documents pertinent to such inquiry. The board, or its agent, after the 
hearing shall make findings and an order, in writing, which findings 
and order shall be filed in the office of the board. 


“Section 9. HEARING — REHEARING. Any person aggrieved by 
. any action of the board or its duly authorized agents, under the provisions 
of this act, may apply to the board, in writing, for a hearing or rehearing 
thereon within thirty (30) days after such action of the board or its author- 
ized agents. The board shall promptly consider such application, and may 
grant or deny the same. If the hearing. be denied, the applicant shall be 
notified thereof, forthwith, and, if granted, the board shall notify the 
applicant of the time and place fixed for such hearing or rehearing, which 
may be at its office or in the county of the applicant. After such hearing 
or rehearing, the board may make any further or other order in the prem- 
ises, as it may deem proper and lawful and shall furnish a copy thereof 
_ to the applicant. The board, on its own initiative, may order a hearing 
on any matter concerned with the administration of this act, upon at least 
ten (10) days notice in writing to the person or persons to be investigated. 


“Section 10. APPEALS FROM DECISION OF THE BOARD. Any 
person aggrieved by any action or decision of the board, made under the 
provisions of this act, may appeal therefrom to the district court of the 
county where appellant resides, which appeal shall be taken by notice of 
appeal in writing, setting forth the actions or decisions of the board, of 
which the appellant is aggrieved. Such appeal shall be perfected within 
thirty (30) days after notice of any decision or action of the board, and 
shall be taken by serving a notice of appeal upon the board and filing 
the same with the clerk of said district court, together with a good and 
sufficient bond to the State of Montana. The condition of such bond shall 
be to the effect that appellant agrees to prosecute said appeal diligently, 
and if the court shall finally decide that the state is entitled to judgment, 
that appellant will pay the amount thereof together with costs upon such 
appeal. Such bond shall be further conditioned that appellant will comply 
with the orders and decrees of the court. The bond shall be in the form 
required by law and in such an amount as the court may require. The notice 
of appeal shall be signed by the appellant or his attorney, and the matter 
appealed shall be heard upon ten (10) days notice given by either party, 
unless a different time is specified by the court. Said district court may 
grant such relief as the law and the facts in the premises require. 


“Section 11. THE BOARD TO ADMINISTER ACT. The board is 
charged with the duty of administering and enforcing the provisions of 
this act, and the board, its members and agents, are hereby given the powers 
of peace officers, and are authorized and empowered to arrest any perso® 
violating any provision of this act, and to enter complaint, before any 
court of competent jurisdiction, and to seize without formal warrant or 
process and use as evidence, any forged, counterfeit, spurious, or altered 
license stamp found in the possession of any person or place. 


“Section 12. RULES AND REGULATIONS. The board shall have the 
power and authority to prescribe all rules and regulations not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, for the detailed and efficient administration 
thereof. 


“Section 183. COUNTY ATTORNEY AND OTHER OFFICERS TO 
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ASSIST. In the enforcement of this act, it shall be the duty of any county 
attorney, or any peace officer, in this state, to assist the board in its en- 
forcement of this act; and the board is hereby authorized to appoint such 
additional assistants as may be required to carry out the provisions of this 
act. 


“Section 14. It shall be unlawful to sell, exhibit for sale for use by the 
public any trade stimulator which is designated to be re-used, refilled or 
reset; and it shall likewise be unlawful to re-use, refill or reset any trade 
stimulator for the purpose of avoiding the purchase of use stamps in this act 
described. 


“Section 15. MISDEMEANORS. Unless hereinbefore expressly other- 
wise provided, the violation of any provision of this act shall constitute a 
misdemeanor, and any person violating any such provision shall be punished 
according to the provisions of Section 94-116, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, and if such person is the holder of a license issued under this act, 
such license shall be revoked by the board, and such person shall not be 
eligible for another such license within one (1) year thereafter. 


“Section 16. SAVING CLAUSE, If any section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause, or phrase of this act is for any reason held unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this act. 


“Section 17. That Sections 84-5701 and 84-5702, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, and all other acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed.”

Returned herewith is House Bill No. 75 entitled: 


“An act to amend Chapter 88 of the Session Laws of the Thirty-first 
Legislative Assembly, 1949, directing the State Board of Examiners to 
issue university of Montana building bonds of the State of Montana under 
the provisions of Chapter 249 of the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly, 1947, 


’ which law was submitted to the vote of the electors of the State at the 


general election held in the State of Montana on November 2, 1948, and 
received a majority of the votes cast for and against it at said election; 
and which law provided that monies derived from the sale of said bonds 


_ should be used for the purpose of construction and equipping of necessary 





buildings, other permanent improvements, acquisition of necessary grounds 
therefor, in and about the University of Montana, consisting of the six 
units thereof now existing, namely, Montana State University at Missoula, 
Montana State College at Bozeman, Montana School of Mines at Butte, 
Montana State Normal College at Dillon, Eastern Montana State Normal 


School at Billings, and the Northern Montana College at Havre; provided 


for the serial issuance of said bonds, and limited the use of the funds for 


the purposes set forth, and validated such use, and providing for the 


allocation of the proceeds of said bonds to the several institutions therein 
named.”

The State Board of Examiners allocated the sum of $5,000,000 to 
the various units of our university system in accordance with House Bill 
No. 75. The allocation made by the Board of Examiners coincides with 
the allocation made by the Board of Education. 


Let it be distinctly understood that I am not in any manner attempting 
to decide the merit of the contentions made by the various parties in the 
present litigation concerning the allocations. 


Since the Board of Examiners has now made the allocation in line with 
the Board of Education and in line with House Bill No. 75, any question 
concerning jurisdiction of either becomes moot, and the way appears to be 
cleared for termination of all litigation now pending, or litigation which 
might have arisen on this point. 


Matters relative to powers of the Board of Education as to the planning 
and determination of needs for the buildings, as contained in House Bill 
No. 75 are amply covered in House Bill No. 150, which I have this day 
approved.

It is extremely doubtful under House Bill 468 whether the present 
standard of payments can be made for aid to the permanently and totally 
disabled, aid to the needy blind, aid to the dependent children and for old 
age assistance. If we have an increase in the number of these recipients 
after the adjournment of this legislature, there is no question but under 
House Bill 468 there must be a drastic reduction made in the payments 
made to the permanently and totally disabled, to the needy blind, to the 
dependent children and to the aged. Such a reduction would work great 
hardship upon the recipients in light of the high cost of living, and I am 
told that it is barely possible for these recipients to exist under the present 
payments. 


I, therefore, urge that you provide an additional appropriation as a 
reserve in House Bill 468 so that at least the present standard of payments 
- may be made to those already on the rolls and to those that may be added 
to the rolls before the next Legislature. In my opinion, the present stan- 
dards of payments should have been raised because of high living conditions, 
and I urge this opinion for your consideration.

Our committee examined the minutes of the Board of Examiners per- 
taining to the awarding of the contract for the construction of the Adminis- 
tration Building at Northern Montana College at Havre, and the minutes 
of subsequent meetings of the Board of Examiners where pertinent infor- 
mation was relevant to this project as indicated by correspondence in the 
file pertaining to this project which file was secured from the secretary of 
the Board of Examiners or as indicated from correspondence on file in the 
office of the Chancellor or on file in the office of the Northern Montana 
College Administration. Likewise the minutes of the State Board of 
Education for the period in question were reviewed. 


Following is a chronological factual statement pertaining to the con- 
struction of the Administration Building at Northern Montana College, 
substantiated by excerpts and references obtained from the files of the 
Board of Examiners, the Chancellors office, or the Board of Education. 


On July 2, 1948 a general contract for construction of the Adminis- 
tration Building at Northern Montana College was awarded to McKinnon- 
Decker Construction Company, the lowest of three bidders, the electrical 
contract for the building was let to the Havre Electric Company; but the 
plumbing bid was rejected as it was above the architect’s estimate. Upon 
readvertising it was awarded to Elmer Johnson and Son at some $7000 
below the lowest original bid. The general contract obligated the contrac- 
tors to furnish all the materials and perform all of the work according to 
specifications for a completed building within 360 calendar days. Governor 
S. C. Ford, R. V. Bottomly, and Sam Mitchell were members of the Board 
of Examiners at this time. A standard form contract was used. 


Fred Brinkman of Kalispell was the supervising architect. President 
Vande Bogart insisted that the architect maintain a clerk of the works to 
protect the owners interest. Such was done. | 
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Excavation started shortly after the awarding of the contract. The first 
estimate was paid the general contractor in August, 1948 and each month 
thereafter except for February, March and October of 1949; and by July 
1, 1949, the approximate time this building was to have been completed, 
the state had paid or become obligated for some $293,185 out of the total 
of $435,000 available for this construction. Various estimates for payment 
were signed by the architect, the contractor and the president of the insti- 
tution. 


In view of the fact that the five million dollar bond issue was available 
for construction at the University units, and in view of the fact that the 
Board of Examiners had on June 380, 1949, made an allocation for the Havre 
unit of $1,200,000, the president of this college in consultation with the 
architect and the contractor presented plans to the Board of Examiners 
for an enlarged completed unit, which would eventually extend the building 
under construction laterally and vertically and provide a gymnasium and 
auditorium to the rear. 


On July 9, 1949, the Board of Examiners approved change order 
number 1 on the general contract which involved a net addition to the 
general contract of $25,112.00 which along with other change orders of 
later dates on the plumbing and the electrical contract raised the overall 
contract by $31,112.67. 


The minutes of the special meeting of the Board of Examiners, June 
30, 1949, when they made the allocation of the $5,000,000.00 bond issue 
were signed by the three members of the Board of Examiners. 


On the opposite page of the loose leaf binder under date of September 
2, 1949, is a second set of minutes of this same meeting signed by Governor 
Bonner, which showed the discussions were not unamimous. 


Records we examined indicate that correspondence from the president 
at Northern Montana College relative to the building program cleared 
through Chancellor Selke to the Board of Examiners up until June when 
Selke went to Germany and again on his return in August from Germany. 
Protests and endorsements followed the announcement of unanimous action 
by the Board of Examiners of their action at the special meeting of June 
30th, 1949, relative to allocating the bond issue. 


Change orders with the approval of the president of the Havre College, 
the architect and contractor were approved unanimously by the Board of 
Examiners on July 9th and later. 


The Board of Education at a meeting in April, 1949 indicated they 
would not deviate from their recommendations relative to the bond allo- 
cation, made at their meeting in December, 1948. At a meeting on July 
11th the Board of Education again refused to deviate from the decision 
they had previously made on the allocation. 


On July 7th Chancellor Selke, who had gone to Europe on a State De- 
partment assignment, cabled disapproval of the allocation made by the Board 
of Examiners and asked reconsideration. Construction on the building 
continued with the various change orders incorporated into the plans which 
would eventually result in a completed unit if sufficient funds were avail- 
able. After Chancellor Selke returned from abroad in August, 1949, cor- 
respondence or copies of change orders or requests for payments were 
again routed through the Chancellor to the Board of Examiners. 


On September 15, 1949, a restraining order was filed in district court 
to prevent the Board of Examiners from making the allocation. After 
fifteen months a decision has been handed down, just as this report is being 
written. 


Reports in the minutes indicate various efforts were made to com- 
promise the differences between the Board of Examiners and the Board of 
Education. 
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Construction on the building crawled along until on March 17, 1950, the © 
Board of Examiners on the recommendation of the architect stopped work 
until such time as sufficient funds were available to put a roof on the 
building and proceed with construction. No inventory was taken at this 
time, 


The contractors agreed to resume work within one year at no additional 
expense to the state to complete the portion of their respective contracts 
that remained unfinished. Likewise the bonding company extended coverage 
for the like period. 


The Board of Examiners then okayed for payment the semi-final es- 
timates of the various contractors which included the 15% that had been 
withheld and which the contract provided would be paid ten days after 
substantial completion of the work provided the BORK be then fully com- 
pleted and the contract fully performed. 


A Combined Copy of Estimates made a part of this original report show 
the payments made and items unpaid. 


On July 2nd, 1950, when President Vande Bogart was relieved of his 
duties at the college, no keys to building under construction had been turned 
over to the college. 


On August 29, 1950, a communication from the Board of Examiners 
office to Chancellor Selke states that the general contractor reported that 
material was being stolen from the building and advised the Chancellor 
that it was the responsibility of the College to see that the building was 
guarded —a guard was hired. 


On August 8rd the Chancellor wrote the acting president Morgan in- 
structing him to hire a guard. 


On September 7th Chancellor Selke was informed by the Board of 
Examiners that the watchmen must be paid from college funds. 


On September 14th Acting President Morgan informed the Chancellor 
that he had requested from the foreman and Mr. Decker an inventory 
showing just what material was owned by the state and what was owned 
by the contractor. 


On September 26th Acting President Morgan again wrote McKinnon 
and Decker asking for the inventory and stating that the contractors trucks 
had been hauling material away. 


On September 30th Chancellor Selke wrote the Board of Examiners 
advising that Acting President Morgan reported that the contractor had not 
furnished an inventory and that McKinnon-Decker trucks had hauled nearly _ 
everything from the building so he questioned the necessity for continuing 
to keep the guard. ‘ 


On October 21st a memorandum signed by Engineer Martin Kelly to 
the Board of Examiners reporting materials for which the contractor was 
allowed a credit on change order No. 1 and stated such had been checked 
over with the contractor. Engineer Kelly recommended that a complete in- 
ventory be taken. 


On October 27th the Board of Examiners wrote the architect stating 
that the contractor McKinnon-Decker wanted payment on the final estimate. 
They requested that a detailed inventory be taken with Engineer Martin 
Kelly representing the examiners. 


On Novmber Ist the architect wrote the Board of Examiners that the 
material for which credit was given the contractor and which was omitted 
from the contract by change order “1” was the property of the contractor 
and would not be used in the execution of the present contract — going 
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on to say if the Board of Examiners desired to buy the materials for the 
state for use in the additional work on the building, that it could be done, 
etc. — and if so he would help prepare an inventory. 


Time did not permit this committee to explore all the problems in- 
volved in this assignment — we were handicapped because there was not 
a complete file of correspondence in any one place. We were unable to 
reach some witnesses. We find from statements made in interviews (copies 
attached No. 1 to No. 9) and documents and correspondence (copies at- 
tached No. A to No. M) in chronological sequence all made a part of this 
report, further substantiated by minutes of the meetings of the Board of 
_ Examiners that the following statements can be made. 


Summarizing it can be stated that: 


1. A contract for the construction of a finished administration 
building at Havre to be completed in 360 calendar days was 
let on July 2, 1948 for $485,000.00. 


2. That the building is at present rated by the architect as being 
about 90% completed, and in the best possible position with 
plans available so construction could be started immediately 
when funds are available and a new contract let. 


38. Similar contracts for similar construction with similar roofs 
at two other institutions were let and completed within the 
relative time limit. 


4, For one reason or another slow progress was made on the 
Havre Unit to the extent that the passage of the bond issue 
afforded an opportunity to enlarge on the original plans for 
construction at the Havre unit. 


5. There was a lack of understanding and cooperation between 
the members of the Board of Examiners, the Chancellor, the 
members of the Board of Education and the officials of the 
College at Havre relative to the allocation of the $5,000,000.00 
university bond issue. 
Obviously the Board of Examiners, the Chancellor and the 
College officials in charge at Havre had a lackadaisical atti- 
tude relative to protecting the property in the unfinished 
building at Havre, after the shut down order was executed on 
March 17th, 1950. 


6. That the unanimous action of the Board of Examiners on the 
allocation of the bond issue at the special meeting on June 30, 
1949, is in direct conflict with another set of minutes of the 
same meeting signed only by the Governor, dated September 
2, 1949. 


7. That the unanimous action by the Board of Examiners on 
various change orders is in some instances irreconcilable with 
statements in the testimony. 


8. That the action of the Board of Examiners in approving change 
order No. 1 on the general contract in effect extended beyond 
the confines of the original building. The only work actually 
done under this contract outside said above mentioned perimeter 
was Item No. I, an excavation for the basement of the Women’s | 
Gymnasium, known as the west wing. The above Item No. I, 
or excavation of approximately 3,000 cubic yards, as let under 
Change Order No. I, called for a consideration of $7,800.00. 
The actual cost of excavating $1,248.00 (as per attached 
affidavit). Profit — $6,552.00. 


9. That the semi-final estimate, and all other estimates, totaling 
$430,980.85 was paid to the contractors after the stop order 
was issued. 
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10. That in addition to material belonging to the state and not in 
place there was other material stored in the building belonging 


to the contractor, who had under way the construction of other | 


buildings in the city of Havre. 


11. That no detailed inventory was taken at the time construction 
was stopped on March 17, 1950, of materials paid for by the 
state but not in place. 


12. That no detailed inventory was provided by the Board of 
Examiners, when: 


1. Requested by the acting president of the Havre College, 
who had been directed to guard the property, 


2.. Informed by the acting president that material was being 
moved from the building in trucks belonging to the general 
contractor. 


13. Inasmuch as no detailed inventory is available of materials, 
already paid for by the state and not in place, it is impossible 
to estimate the value of these missing materials. 


14. That no state board or agency or individual assumed definite 
responsibility for the protection of the state property in ques- 
tion although their rights of authority are jealously guarded. 


15. That the bonds covering the contractors were extended for 
100% coverage until March 238, 1951, and if construction was 
resumed prior to that date, the contractors agreed to resume 
work at no additional cost to the state.

It is the suggestion of this committee that the architect with the En- | 


gineer for the Board of Examiners prepare an itemized statement of all 
material unused on this job but paid for by the state whether such material 
is on hand, missing or to be returned. 


Said statement to show the cost price to the state as of date of settle- 
ment, listing separately that on hand, that missing, and that to be returned. 


It is further suggested that this information be made available to all 
bidders when a new contract to complete this building is considered. 


It is further suggested that this administration building at Northern 
Montana College at Havre should be completed as soon as possible not 
only to protect it from the elements and vandalism but to make definitely 
possible the continued operation of this college this fall. 


It is further suggested, that the attorney general determine the re- 
sponsibility and liability in regard to the State property missing from this 
project; that he make every effort to recover for the state the value of 
the missing materials for which the state has paid; further that the 
attorney general file a report with the State Board of Examiners itemizing 
the missing material, the quantity and value setting forth his legal findings 
as to liability relative to these materials that the state paid for on this 
project and that are now missing. 


It is further suggested that no payment be allowed for credit items 
set forth under change order No. 1 dated July 9, 1949, until such time as 
construction has again started and then only upon affidavit signed by the 
architect, the engineer for the Board of Examiners and the president of 
the institution. 


It is further suggested that for all future construction contracts for 
state buildings that the Board of Examiners require a more complete cost 


breakdown by the architect and contractor to better enable the Engineer | : 


for the Board of Examiners to prevent exorbitant profits. 
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It is further suggested that the State Board of Examiners utilize more 
fully the services of their Engineer on all State construction projects to 
assure for the state: 


1. Full compliance with the contract; 


2. Assurance of competitive bidding on sub-projects contingent 
on the main contract; 


3. Full protection of material on contract jobs paid for by the 
' State, but not in place. 


In view of the exhibits and data attached hereto and the chronological 
listing of events pertaining to the contract in question, your committee 
feels that the procedure was highly irregular to the point of confusion in 
many instances. Your committee finds conflicting statements on the part 
of some parties concerned, and a definite lack of knowledge on the part of 
supervisory boards and officials, as to the progress of the contract both 
as to materials and services rendered to the end that Northern Montana 
College and the State of Montana has suffered a material loss in the delayed 
construction of this project as well as an inflationary one due to rising 
costs of material and labor. 


The best interests of our youth and our taxpayers are at stake when 
public officials jealous of their authority fail to recognize the responsibility 
that goes with it.

Returned herewith is Senate Substitute for Senate Bill No. 58 entitled: 


“An act amending Section 79-902, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
granting authority to the State Board of Examiners to authorize expendi- 
tures to be made or liabilities to be incurred in any fiscal year by educa- 
tional institutions, state institutions, departments, boards, commissions or 
bureaus to meet unforeseen and unanticipated emergencies; providing for 
written applications for such authorization to be made by such institutions, 
departments, boards, commissions and bureaus, and specifying the con- 
tents of such applications; limiting the aggregate total amount of such 
emergency expenditures, inclusive of all liabilities to be incurred to a 
maximum of one hundred ffity thousand dollars ($150,000.00) in any fiscal 
year; and repealing all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith.” 
without my approval, and objections thereto. 


Under the terms of this Bill, if sufficient appropriations due to an 
emergency were needed in excess of $150,000 in any fiscal year for any 
State institution, educational institution, department, board, commission 
or bureau, it would be necessary for the Governor to call a Special Session 
of the Legislature in order to provide sufficient funds for the emergency 
if he deemed them necessary before the next meeting of the Legislature. 
Undoubtedly, the intent of the bill is good, and is a bona fide attempt 
to hold down deficiencies and supplemental appropriations. However, 
in my opinion, the deficiencies and supplemental appropriations asked for 
during this Legislature and other Legislatures have been well merited. 
Supplemental and deficiency appropriations asked for in the Legislature 
of 1943 totaled $244,174.15; in 1947, supplemental and deficiency appro- 
priations totaled $393,945.02; and such supplemental and deficiency ap- 
propriations asked for in the Legislature of 1949, when I took office 
amounted to $528,553.62. Of the 1947 deficiency and supplemental ap- 
propriation, $107,805.00 was for the Montana State Hospital and $117, 
347.00 was for the Highway Patrol. The supplemental and deficiency 
presented to the Legislature in 1949, included $165,000.00 for the Montana 
State Hospital and $102,631.87 for Montana State College. During this 
session of the Legislature, the deficiency and supplemental appropriations 
totaled $960,974.77 or $432,441.15 more than in 1949. A careful analysis 
of deficiency and supplemental appropriations asked in other years 
from the various Legislatures, discloses that the deficiency and supple- 
mental appropriations asked for in 1951 are normal ones except for the 
deficiency and supplemental appropriation in the sum of $172,769.00 
for the Montana State Prison and for the Department of Public Welfare 
in the sum of $449,250.00. I believe everyone agrees with me that the 
_ deficiency and supplemental appropriations for the State Prison were 
necessary for the care and maintenance of the inmates due principally to 
the increase in the number of. prisoners since the last Legislature and 
that the deficiency and supplemental appropriation for the State Welfare 
Department was due to the placing of 1,859 additional persons on the 
rolls as recipients according to law, since the last Legislature met. Hence, 
if the conditions just mentioned did not exist, it is obvious from a study 
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of required deficiency and supplemental appropriations of prior legislative 
years, that the 1951 deficiency and supplemental appropriations would 
nct be as high as those presented to the legislative assembly in 1949, 
when I took office. 


It is obvious from a study of deficiency and supplemental appropri- 
ations presented to the Legislature that they are primarily due to the 
lack of a sufficient appropriation made by the preceding Legislature 
or because of unforseen circumstances. Under the law, the Board of 
Examiners must be satisfied that an emergency exists before they permit 
a deficiency or supplemental appropriation. This provision in the law is as 
good a safeguard as one can have. The present bill if it had been a law 
in 1947 and in 1949 would have required two Special Sessions of the Leg- 
islature because—as pointed out—the deficiency and supplemental appro- 
priations presented to the Legislature during those years exceeded the 
maximum deficiency and supplemental appropriation of $300,000.00 set 
forth in this bill. If a Special Session of the Legislature is required only 
additional expense will be the result. The Legislature of 1947 cost $217, 
769.45; the Legislature in 1949, cost $244,289.70; and this preserit Legis- 
lature has appropriated thus far, for its own expense the sum of $218, 
123.61 and as I understand it, on this date, this Legislature has left of said 
appropriation the sum of $16,000.00 and it may well be that before the 
Session ends, another appropriation may be required. It is thus obvious 
that if an emergency exists requiring deficiency and supplemental appro- 
priations in a sum in excess of $300,000.00 for the biennium and a Special 
Session is required, it will not result not only in the deficiency and supple- 
mental appropriation total, but will cost the taxpayers the additional cost 
of the Legislature which would be in excess of $200,000.00. In other words, 
as a result of the whole procedure, it would cost the taxpayers not only 
the total of deficiency and supplemental appropriations, but also the expenses 
of the Legislature which I have shown to be in excess of $200,000.00. 
Furthermore, the delay in calling the Special Session of the Legislature 
would undoubtedly result in undue hardship to the institutions and to the 
recipients under our Welfare Act. The Board of Examiners are elective 
officials, and are responsible to the people and I feel certain that they 
would not in any event authorize deficiency and supplemental appro- 
priations unless they are convinced that because of an emergency, such 
deficiency and supplemental, appropriations are needed. 


The figures I have furnished herein have been furnished me by the 
State Accountant. 


All in all, in my opinion, this bill if enacted into law, would cause need- 
less expense and confusion.. Circumstances do not justify it.

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The Subcommittee of the Special Investigation Committee appointed to 
investigate the Department of Public Welfare submitted the following 
report: 


REPORT OF SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE SPECIAL 
INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE 


Mr. Chairman: 


We, your Special Subcommittee for the Purpose of Investigating the 
Department of Public Welfare on behalf of your Special Senate Investi- 
_gating Committee appointed pursuant to Senate directive on January 
28, 1951, make the following report: 


At the outset, we wish to point out that time was so limited that we 
were unable to make any investigation at a level lower than the state 
administrator and his division heads. As a consequence, any suggestions 
which we are prepared to make at this time are colored by the views 

expressed by them. 


Since our investigation consisted of interviewing the administrative 
heads, a considerable part of our inquiry went toward the matter of the 
administration. It was the feeling of your committee that the expenses of 
administration merited a far more comprehensive study than we were 
prepared to make. We were informed that the cost of administration of 
each case handled by the department has reached approximately eighty- 
five. cents ($.85) per month. On its face, that would seem to be quite 
reasonable, but, when taking into account the fact that many of the cases 
are of such a nature that, once placed on the rolls of the department, little 
or no service is ever required, the administrative cost of handling the 
balance of the cases is fairly high. 


The department advised us that their recommended load per case 
worker was one hundred fifty (150) cases. In examining into the number 
of stenographic and office workers in comparison to the number of case 
workers, it was felt by the committee that some of the county departments 
were permitted to become topheavy. The witnesses, however, insist that 
their clerical work is such that the greatest amount of the efficiency is 
reached by having one clerk or stenographer for each one and one-half 
case worker. In this respect, we believe some investigation at the lower 
level of the department might. be in order to determine whether all of the 
clerical work done is necessary. 


Again, on the subject of the load to be given to each case worker, the 
department emphasized that if the number of case workers is reduced, 
proper investigation is not possible. Hence, in their opinion, cases would 
be permitted to appear on the welfare file which should not properly be 
there. In most of our suggestions as to the administrative economy, that 
point was raised. The department pointed out that elimination of a very 
few cases would more than pay for the salary of case workers and that it 
was a greater economy to screen the cases than to attempt to reduce the 
number of administrative personnel. 


We pointed out to the department that there is considerable conflict 
between district supervisors and the staff on the county level and we 
questioned whether or not there was a necessity of district supervisors. 
Again, the department pointed out that, in order to obtain federal partici- 
pation, it is necessary to have state supervision of county welfare. They 
further insist that the state department can raise local case worker capa- 
bility through state supervision and it is more economical to perform 
the state supervision through district offices than to have all of the super- 
visors working out of a Helena office. This, notwithstanding the fact that 
the cost of the maintenance of district offices exceeds thirty thousand 
($30,000.00) dollars per year. After considerable discussion, your com- 
mittee was disposed to agree with the position taken by the department. 
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Whether a greater or lesser number of supervisors is advisable, is some- 
thing that time did not permit us to check. 


In spite of the salary increases of recent years, we were advised that 
the salaries in Montana approximate those in surrounding states for 
similar positions and that the number of workers in the state department 
offices (approximately 50) compares with neighboring states except Wyo- 
ming, in which the case load is far lower than in Montana. 


Inasmuch as the legislature in 1949 took off the limit of fifty ($50.00) 
dollars per old age recipient, your committee devoted considerable time in’ 
questioning the department heads on that subject. 


It was noted that the average per old age case in some counties 
was more than ten dollars ($10.00) higher than in other counties. The 
explanation given was that there is (a) difference in actual living costs 
between the counties; (b) a difference in fuel alone of more than ten dollars 
($10.00) between some counties where high priced coal is necessary and 
those in which the old people can easily get their own wood to burn; 
(c) some counties have a few old age pensioners and those few are, in the 
main, hospitalized, or in nursing or boarding homes which materially in- 
creased the payments. 


Your committee feels, that as to these old age recipients, careful 
supervision is going to be necessary from the state level so that any in- 
equities between the counties do not appear but that, because of the 
matters pointed out in the preceding paragraph, it is better that a fixed 
maximum be. not set such as had been the case prior to 1949. 


The department has made some studies with respect to the new pro- 
visions for aid to permanently and totally disabled. It is their opinion that 
the load under this program will eventually grow to about one thousand 
with the state population as it now is. There is an effort being made to 
rehabilitate the recipients of this aid, but most of them are too far advanced 
in years to accomplish much in this direction. In the immediate future, 
the program will add little, if any to the welfare department load for 
the reason that the great bulk of these people have previously been on 
direct relief or drawing old age benefits. It is necessary here to establish 
need under this program as well as under the old age benefit program. 


As previously pointed out, our inquiry being at the top level only, it 
is difficult to specifically fix points at which future investigation should 
be made. None the less, we make the following suggestions for the advice 
of any interim committee which may be appointed: 


1. Starting with the county level, inquiry might show that there is 
more clerical help on the payroll than the case loads require. 


2. Inquiry at the county level might well be made to determine how 
carefully cases are screened. 


3. Steps should be taken, if possible, to induce the federal government 
to assume responsibility for the landless Indians. The number of Indians 
on the rolls in the matter of aid to dependent children is increasing. There 
is no county participation in Indian cases. .It represents one of the most 
serious problems. 


4. Careful investigation should be made to see that, upon the death 
of recipients, (particularly the old age group) that the state be reimbursed 
out of the estate of the deceased. In this connection it was pointed out that 
the lien laws tried by the various states have not been successful. As 
it is now, some old aged persons transfer their property. get old age 
benefits, and the state gets nothing. 


5. Inquiry should be made toward adjusting the dual operation of the 
Montana Childrens Home at Twin Bridges and the foster home practice in 
the counties. It is pointed out that the Montana Children’s Home is oper- 
ating at far less than capacity. Hence, its overhead per child is greater than 
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it should be. The department strongly favors the practice of using foster 
homes, and your committee felt that there was some rivalry between the 
two, and that some of the cases in the counties now in foster homes might 
be as well cared for at Twin Bridges. 


We recommend, that if an interim committee be appointed, the sug- 
gestions last hereinabove made be checked by that committee as a starting 
point from which to work toward the matter of some increased efficiency 
and economy in the Public Welfare Department.

SUPPLEMENTAL MINORITY REPORT OF 
SPECIAL INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


Mr. Chairman: 


Although I concur with the committee on the major matters considered 
in the report I do not consider that it covers the primary fundamentals 
that need correction. Therefore I am respectfully submitting this limited 
report primarily to cover some of the major fundamental impractical, 
non democratic administration of the Welfare Department. It being of gen- 
eral knowledge that the Montana State Welfare Board’s authority is limited 
to restricted, impractical overruling policies of the Federal Government 
with virtually no administrative policies being vested in our State Board. 
That this undemocratic procedure has resulted in excessive costs, deprived 
many recipients human consideration and restricting such recipients from 
rehabilitating themselves. That this impractical procedure makes it poss- 
ible for the socalled chiselers which includes peeople in high stations in 
life to shirk their duties to their families has resulted in a heavier case 
load upon the Welfare Department. That the sterotyped qualifications 
for case workers and other employees are not in harmony with human 
understandings and are not adequate to meet practicaal local conditions. 


That the State Welfare Department case load cost has increased be- 
cause of the emergency Indian cases which do not receive Federal Aid. 


. That the Montana State Welfare Board has in this investigation treated 
us with courtesy and submitted all information that the Committee re- 
quested. 


Now in view of these circumstances it is recommended to wit: (1) 
That the Federal Welfare Department should be respectfully requested in 
the interests of economy and human welfare to grant the State Welfare 
Department democratic rights to formulate and promulgate its own rules 
and regulations in the Administration of the Montana State Welfare De- 
partment. 


(2) That all State Welfare case workers and others hereinafter to 
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be employed by the State Welfare Department be citizens of Montana and 
that their qualifications may be approved by the State Welfare Board in 
lieu of present qualifications. 


(3) That rules and regulations be so modified as to permit recipients 
to earn a reasonable stipulated amount in addition to the recipients aid 
so as to make it possible to rehabilitate themselves. 


(4) That by rules, regulations or by the enactment of a law and 
Court orders it would be a crime for persons failing to aid in the support 
of their parents or in accepting the recipients property. 


(5) The Federal Indian Department be respectfully requested to 
make adequate allocations to assist Indians in distress and in need in the 
State of Montana. 


(6) That the Montana State Welfare Department is hereby respect- 
fully commended for doing everything possible in the interests of economy 
and human welfare insofar as their authority permits.

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In this letter His Excellency, Governor John W. Bonner, called atten- 
tion to an employment situation which he felt should be corrected. He 
stated that in certain areas small businesses were being adverseiy effected 
by the war program, and he suggested that we give serious consideration 
to acceptance of House Bill No. 157, which provides for a Resource Devel- 
opment Board, and that a sufficient appropriation be provided to enable 
the board to send a representative to Washington, D. C., the purpose of 
which would be to attract industries connected with the war program to 
Montana. 


This committee has made as extensive an investigation as time would 
permit and finds now that the downward trend of the employment has 
been reversed and that there has been a general increase in the number of 
employed people. By reference to the records of the Unemployment Com- 
pensation Department we find that on January 1, 1951, there were ten 
thousand seven hundred (10,700) more gainfully employed than on the 
same date of the previous year. 


The suggestion relative to the creation of a board to survey the re- 
sources of the state and assemble this information in such form that it 
could be presented to the proper authorities in Washington is well taken. 
However, in our inquiries we have discovered that such a survey has al- 
ready been accomplished and that a complete survey was made in 1949 of 
all of the industries of Montana. That this data has been presented to 
the War Industry 1 in Washington, D. C., and that certain industries are now 
participating in the war contracts. 


We have been advised also that a group of citizens, representing an al- 
most complete cross section of the State of Montana, have considered the 
formation of an organization which will have for its purpose the program 
mentioned in the Governor’s letter, namely, that they will finance and 
support any industry that will logically fit into the economy of this State. 


We also are pleased to report that all agencies contacted express a 
very firm desire to cooperate in every possible way to bring about the 
results which all agree are so essential to the development of this State.

The subcommittee of the Committee on Business Administration ap- 
pointed to make an analysis of the financial statement published by the 
Montana Liquor Control Board submitted the following report: 


Helena, Montana, 
March 1, 1951. 

Mr. Chairman: 

We, your subcommittee appointed to make an analysis of the financial 
statement published by the Montana Liquor Control Board for the years 
1947 through 1950, submit herewith our report. 

First, you ask for an explanation for the increase in expense from 
$1,096,650.77 in 1948 to $1,210,631.13 in 1950, a difference of $113,980.36, 
while sales volume shows a decrease of $832,388.12. The principle items 
included in the above balance are listed herewith:

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We have checked these items with the Liquor Board Administrator and 
submit his explanations. The increase in salaries and commission was 
caused partly by the necessity for making a general advance in all sal- 
aries and wages. It is also partly due to the fact that four additional stores 
were added; and we also find that six additional inspectors were placed 
on the payroll at the request of the House Investigating Committee which 
was appointed to investigate the operations of the Liquor Control Board 
in 1949. This last item probably accounts for an amount of at least 
$30,000.00. 


This last item we consider quite unnecessary. Inspectors are given 
travel allowances in addition to their salaries, and their work consists of 
covering the districts to which they are assigned to call on sheriffs and 
county judges, also visiting bars and lounges to check sanitary conditions 
and also to watch for and detect infractions of Liquor Board regulations. 
Their authority is limited; they have no power to make arrests, but can 
merely report irregularities to health officers or peace officers. In most 
communities there are local health officers and also peace officers who can 
perform the services of these inspectors. It, of course, is necessary to have 
some inspectors in this department because in the case of applications 
for licenses it is necessary to get reports from local communities, and this 
ean only be done by personal contact. However, it is not necessary to 
carry as many inspectors as they now have in this department. It is our 
suggestion that the Board be requested to consider reducing the number of 
inspectors. 


The other increases have a more natural relationship to the Benen 
increase in all wage scales and all operating costs. 


In other departments there has been no great arinnee in employment. 
However, Mr. O’Hearn informed the committee that a reduction has been 
made in the number of employees in the accounting department. With the 
use of IBM machines the number has been reduced to the extent of ten 
persons. These machines were installed in the fall of 1948, but the full 
benefit was not achieved until the latter part of 1949. The reason for this 
delay was explained by stating that it took several months to make the 
transfer from the old manually operated system to the new machine oper- 
ated system. The savings made by the reduction in number of employees 
however has been offset by the necessity of increasing the wage scale of 
the general office force. 


Time did not permit a complete audit. 
Your committee met with the board members, including the following:

and also Administrator R. M. O’Hearn and Chief Accountant L. H. 
Christensen. 


We also would like to call your attention to the fact that an investiga- 
tion of the minutes of the meetings disclosed that no formal agreement 
has been made with Attorney Wesly W. Wertz regarding the salary that 
he is receiving. It appears that he is being compensated on the basis of 
$300.00 a month with certain extra allowances for court appearances and 
incidental expenses. We would emer a more definite understanding 
relative to this item. 


An inspection was made of the warehouse, and the size of inventory 
is most striking. There is a very evident increase in the amount of mer- 
chandise on hand, which seems quite reasonable under present conditions. 
For your information, it will be interesting to know, I am sure, that the 
stock of slow moving items which was referred to in 1949, has been almost 
completely liquidated. The inventory of 1949 shows a value of $150,230.00.. 
This has been reduced to $4,552.00. This merchandise was sold at retail 
above the marked-down inventory value, so a profit was made in this 
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transaction and the-loss reported by the previous investigating committee 
has not been as great as was anticipated at the time the report was made. 


_ We are supplementing this report with a comparative statement of 
sales and operating expenses for the years 1947 through 1950, and also a 
comparison of salaries by departments, of the years 1945 through 1950. 


We trust that this information will be of some value to you in your 
considerations of budgetary items.

On the basis of present data available to the State Highway Com- 
mission and considering the intangible factors involved, it is estimated 
that the proposed substitute for Senate substitute for Substitute House 
Bill No. 414 should provide revenue at the approximate rate of $1,900,000 
per year. 


This amount, together with the unencumbered balance of $2,000,000 
in the State Highway Fund and the unreserved gasoline tax, should provide 
an amount equal to about $4,000,000 per year in construction funds for 
matching Federal Aid. This should permit matching of all Federal Aid 
which has been apportioned through June 30, 1951, and which must be 
obligated or expended through June 30, 1958. 


By utilizing the full grace period allowed and by expending the 
existing balance in the State Highway Fund, normal operations should 
be possible until the next legislature meets, at which time the financial sit- 
uation may be reviewed.

and the balance of the said costs of construction and reconstruction must 
be contributed by the State of Montana and in addition thereto Montana 
is required to pay the entire costs of maintenance of said highway system;

forth and that the Federal government has not sufficiently recognized 
the inability of the people of Montana to participate and to raise the 
necessary money now required by the Federal Government with which to 
match said Federal aid:

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Sub-committee of the Senate Investigating Committee appointed 
to investigate the Highway Department submitted the following report: 
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REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE OF THE GENERAL INVESTI- 
GATING COMMITTEE OF THE SENATE APPOINTED TO 
INVESTIGATE VARIOUS STATE OFFICES AND 

DEPARTMENTS. . 


March 1, 1951. 
Mr. President: 


We, your Sub-committee of the General Investigating Committee of 
the Senate, appointed to investigate various state offices and departments 
submit this as a summarized report of the investigation of the Highway 
Department. This report is based upon testimony taken by the committee, 
which on the basis of this testimony, has reached these conclusions: 


1. The committee is convinced that there has been an excess of out- 
side influence operating on the Highway Department. Much of this 
outside pressure has been unofficial and has exerted an influence 
that we do not believe is for the best interest of the Department 
or the state. Some of this outside influence has been official and 
we feel that much of this has been detrimental. Evidence indicates 
that there is unrest in the Department based upon a feeling of - 
insecurity. 


2. The general demand to remove the Department from “politics” 
has been considered by the committee. This is a most difficult 
problem and cannot be satisfactorily solved without a reorganiza- 
tion of the Highway Department, whereby final decisions could 
be concentrated in one man, appointed for a long term on a strict 
qualification basis, and receiving substantial compensation. This 
problem, which is crucial in the whole matter, must await future 
legislative consideration. As the set-up is now organized, this com- 
mittee feels that it is practically impossible to eliminate “politics”. 
The committee is of the opinion that in recent years this political 
complexion has become more pronounced. 


3. From the testimony secured, the committee is of the opinion that 
relatively recent changes in personnel in the Department has been 
such as to operate contrary to the best interest of the Department 
and the state. 


4. It is a recommendation of this committee that cost estimates on 
construction projects to be let should either be published substan- 
tially in advance or kept secret—the latter being the presumed 
present policy, but from evidence secured by the committee it is 
convinced that there are leaks in the present secret provision, which 
could very possibly result in one or more contractors having an 
unfair advantage due to the probable possession of this pre-contract 
information. 


5. From testimony received, the committee is convinced that there is 
a lack of substantial competition in some awards and a probability 
that there are possible pre-contract understandings, although the 
committee is aware that it would be difficult to prove this condition 
beyond doubt. 

6. Without a complete investigation of the facts, the committee is of 
the opinion that the administrative costs of the Department are 
held substantially within the legal limits and as far as figures are 
available, there can be no criticism of this element. However, there 
is evidence that the Department, in some instances, is over expand- 
ing facilities where, in all probability, the functions of these ex- 
panded facilities could better be handled through private contract. 


7. Evidence secured by the committee indicates that at times the 
Department has attempted to do work “on its own” with a resultant 
cost substantially higher than could have been secured through 
regular contracts. The committee advises against this practice 
except under the most unusual conditions. 
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8. It appears beyond reasonable doubt, that the primary highway 
system of the state has been over extended. The committee is . 
aware that a substantial portion of this has been due to both local 
pressure and political pressure, with the final result that the main- 
tenance obligations of the Department have reached a staggering 
proportion. This is “water over the wheels” and is mentioned here 
merely to point the fact that the problems of the Department, 
financial and otherwise, will increase rather than decrease. An- 
other reason why none but the substantially qualified should fill 
key positions in the Department. 


9. The committee is informed that Montana highways now represent 
an approximate investment of one hundred million dollars. This 
investment must be protected and the committee feels that it 
would be remiss in its duty if it did not point out to the people 
of the state that the time is fast approaching when new construc- 
tion will be removed from the picture by highway maintenance 
costs unless the people of the state are willing to provide greater 
sums for the work of the Department. The best evidence indicates 
that this critical point will be reached in the next three or four 
years. 


The above PRGUTATNGAdSEIOTID and suggestions are made by this com- 
mittee with the best of intentions and the hope that they may result in 
the Department, State Officials, and the general public giving more 
thought and attention to the problems and essential importance of high- 
ways in Montana. . 


The committee very much regrets that it did not have more time to 
explore other elements in the over all situation relating to our highways 
and the Highway Department. Remedial action must, in a large measure, 
rest in the hands of future legislators.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communication from the Governor relative to the 
nomination of Bruce I. Steinmetz, was received and read: 


March 1, 1951. 
President of the Senate, 
Senate Chambers, 
Capitol Building, 
Helena, Montana. 


Yesterday your Honorable Body failed to confirm my nomination of 
Bruce I. Steinmetz as a member of the State Board of Public Welfare. 
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Prior to the vote on confirmation, a Senator, in order to maliciously and 
intentionally defame this administration, intentionally and falsely accused 
Mr. Steinmetz of having an affiliation with a subversive organization. It 
is noteworthy also that material distributed by this Senator was also to 
intentionally and falsely charge the Governor of Montana with being a 
member of a subversive organization. The Governor of Montana was 
warned the day before action was taken by this Honorable Body on con- 
firmation of Mr. Steinmetz to the effect that the Senator who distributed 
the material and who made the accusation in the Senate was a party toa 
plot in order to smear, discredit and vilify the Governor so that an inference 
would at least be left to the effect that he was a member of a subversive 
organization. 


Last evening, the Governor of Montana testified as to what he knew 
of the plot, and feels certain that at least the majority of the members 
of the Board and Officers’ Committee have found that the intentional, 
heinous, unwarranted and malicious charge referred to was wholly without 
foundation, and that the Senator intentionally and deliberately misled the 
Senators of this Honorable Body by making such accusations for the sole 
purpose of discrediting Mr. Steinmetz, the Governor and the administration. 


Because of the foregoing, I do again hereby nominate and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate do appoint Bruce I. Steinmetz, of 
Great Falls, Cascade County to be a member of the State Board of Public 
Welfare, for a term of three years, which term will expire March 4, 1953. 


As all of you will undoubtedly know, the heinous, false, malicious 
accusation made against Mr. Steinmetz yesterday left an inference to the 
effect that he is affiliated with a subversive organization, which in plain 
language can only leave the inference that he is a Communist. No graver 
charge could be made against any American, and politics or no politics, 
no such charge should ever be made unless the one making it is absolutely 
correct that he is doing it for the benefit of the people of the United States 
and not for his own selfish motives; otherwise, we will become so dis- 
united that we cannot endure as a nation, and I believe that you will agree 
with me that one making such a false accusation could be as dangerous to 
the security of this country as is a Communist. 


The record discloses that no person including the Senator mentioned 
appeared before the Committee on Boards and Officers to object to the 
confirmation of Mr. Steinmetz though he had at least sixty days to do so. 
It is obvious that he did not appear because had he done so, Mr. Steinmetz 
would have had an opportunity to defend himself, but this consideration 
would, of course, have prevented the Senator from making an intentional, 
malicious, false, insidious, sneak attack upon Mr. Steinmetz and the ad- 
ministration without giving either a chance to defend himself. Mr. Stein- 
metz, an American citizen, should have the right of an American citizen 
and it is only fair and equitable that he be given a chance to confront his 
accuser. 


Mr. Steinmetz has a splendid civic record. I have every confidence in 
him, and I can tell you that I have been informed by proper intelligence 
authorities that never has he been suspicioned as un-American nor ever 
investigated as such, and the first time anyone, to my knowledge, ever 
heard of such an accusation was yesterday when made by the Senator 
referred to. It should be noted also that Governor Sam Ford appointed 
Mr. Steinmetz to the Advisory Council of the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Commission in which capacity he served for several years and is now 
Chairman of that Council.
